TIRED OF PARTY PROMISES 
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WORCESTER, Mass., Sepi. 7.—The chief 
characteristics of to-day’s Prohibition State Con- 
vention were its earnestness of purpose, its 
hatred of the Republican Party, and the harmo- 
hy with which, in the main, its deliberations 
Were conducted. It was the biggest convention 
ever held by the party in Massachusetts or in any 
other State. The Committee on Credentials 
found 857 delegates, from 190 cities and towns. 
Atmong the delegates were over 150 women. It 
was at first officially reported that there were 
930 delegates, and the convention hailed the 
announcement witn cheers, but the committee 
discovered a mistake later on and conscientious- 
ly announced it. The convention was made up 
of well dressed men and women, most of them 
under middle age, with clean cut, intelligent 
faces. The work of the convention had been 
carefully laid out in advance by the State Com- 
mittee, so there was no hitch over the prelimin- 
ary proceedings. John M. Fisher, of Attle- 
borough, was put inas temporary Chairman, and 
the various committees were promptly an- 
nounced. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
had its list all ready, and in accordance with it, 
William H. Earle, of this city, was chosen per 
manent presiding officer. After prayer hada 
been offered by the Rev. Dr. Williams, of Lynn, 


Mr. Earle read a long address from printed slips. 
It was mainly made up of criticisms of the Re- 
seems Party for its alleged shortcomings and 
Ypocrisy in dealing with the rum question. 
The speaker said the record of the Dewocratic 
Party at the South was better than that of 
the Republican Party on the issue of prohi- 
bition. He blamed the Republican politicians 
of Massachusetts severely for their refusal in 
the last Legislature to submit the question of a 
constitutional prohibitory amendment to the 

—_. they having declared in favor of so doing 

the platform of their last State Convention. 

Mr. Earle’s address was well received, and the 
convention became quite enthusiastic over his 
denunciations of the Republican Party. It was 
very evident that next to the success of the pro- 
hibition movement the delegates most hoped 
for the defeat of the Republican candidates in 
the coming State election. ’ 

At the close of Mr. Earle’s address the names 
and lovations of several temperance restaurants 
were announced from the platform, and the con- 
vention took a recess for lunch. Upon reas- 
sembling at 1:30 the proceedings were. opened 
with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Miner, of Boston. 
The Committee on Credentials made its report, 
and in the enthusiasm of the moment a message 
of congratulation was ordered to be sent to Neal 
Dow, the veteran Maine Prohibitionist. In it 
occurred these words: ‘“‘Cheer up, old man; 
your.children are growing to a mighty host.” 

The nomination of a State ticket developed a 
friendly difference of opinion as to the candidate 
for Governor. One of the speakers hailed this 
difference asa good sign. eretofore, said he, 
there had never been any contest for a piace on 
the State ticket. It was significant of the grow- 
ingimportance of the party that its honors 
should be desired. The Hon. Thomas J. Lathrop, 
of Taunton, the candidate for Governor last 
Year, placed the name of Dr. John Black- 
mer, of Springtield, before the convention. 
He was the candidate for Lieuten- 
aut-Governor last year, a life long 
Prohibitiouist, and deserved well of his party. 

H. Clapp, of Boston, nominated William H. 
Earie, of Worcester, the presiding officer of the 
convention. He said the only nv gem to be sought 
was to get the man who would draw the most 
Votes from the Republican Party. Speeches sec- 
onding both: nominations came thick and fast. 
Mostofthe delegates appeared to have a rare 

ft of fluency, and to be desirous of exhibiting 
t. Finally the application of the previous ques- 
tion cut short the debate. 

While the Counting Committee was out James 
M. Fisher, the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, was given the platform for the purpose 
ot oe money for campaign expenses. He 
conducted the proceedings in regular church- 
debt-rassing style, and in the course of the next 
hour managed to secure in subscriptions and 

tp fash something over $3,500. Subscriptions of 
$300 each were made 7 E. H. Clapp, of Boston; 
Deacon Edward Kendall, of Taunton, and)Chair- 
man Fisher, who by the way, is a wealthy man- 
ufacturer of Attleborough jewelry. Then came 
four subscriptions of $100 each and a 
dozen of $50 each. The fun really began when 
the $25 subscriptions were called for. Re- 
Sponses came thick and fast from all parts of 
the hall from individuals and on behalf of Pro- 
hibition clubs. Contingent subscriptions were 
announced from time to time to stimulate the 
offerings. An offer of $25 from a South Carolina 
visitor, if $500 could be raised in $25 subscrip- 
tions, was received with great applause. Final- 
ly, members of the Finance Committee were 
sent about the hall to gather up the small 
change, and the entertainment was closed. 

The committee was waiting to report the re- 
sult of the informal ballot for Governor. There 
were 797 votes cast, of which number Mr. 
Earle had 400, or 2 more than a majority, and 
Dr. Biackmer 388. Dr. Blackmer’s friends im- 
mediately moved the unanimous nomination of 
Mr. Earle, and it was carried with cheers. Mr, 
Earle briefly expressed his thanks. He hadn’t 
expected that his name would be used until late 
last night. He never shrank from a fight when 
there was a principle at stake, and he should 
notnow. Mr. Earle’s friends insisted that Dr. 
Blackmer should take his old place as Lieuten- 
antGovernor, and the convention, by a rising 
vote, approved the idea. Theremainder of the 
ticket as proposed by members of the State 
Committee was adopted, except ‘that delegates 
from the western part of the State insisted on 
putting L. J. Kilbon, of Lee, on as ‘Treasurer 
and Receiver-General, instead of Edmund M. 
Btone, of Hudson, and carried their point after 
# short debate, Mr. Stone being given the next 
place lower down. 


The presentation of the resolutions followed. 
The Chairman of the committee, the Rev. James 
M. Gray, of Boston, had toned down the un- 
qualified and flat-footed indorsement of woman 
suffrage in last year’s platform 80 that the atti- 
tude of the party on that question should not 
give offense to those Republicans who might be 
induced to pool their issues with the third party. 
The plank as he presented it declared that: 

“The great help rendered by woman, especially 
through the agency of the Woman’s Christian Tem. 
perance Union, in the cause of prohibition calls for 
our sincere gratitude, in which connection we point 
to the alacrity with which we have already wel- 
comed her to our councils as the strongest evidence 
of our desire to open to her every door of political 
influence and power.” 


Even this was too strong for some of the time 
servers, and the Rev. Mr. Nash, of Williamsburg, 
offered a substitute which declared as follows: 

“We believe thatthe extinction of the liquor 
traffic is the most vital political question of the ay 
that the Prohibition Party should aim to secure the 
support of every voter who is opposed to the saloun, 
Bud that no issue tending to alienate a portion of the 
party should be raised. Therefore, inasmuch as 
members of the party differ as tothe right and ex- 
pediency of woman suffrage, wefavor the submis- 
sion of the question for settlement to the vote of the 
Sovereign people of the State.” 

A spirited debate began, in which women as 
well as men took part, and calls to order were 
frequent. The suffragists were clearly 1n a big 
majority. Finally the substitute was voted 


down aud an addition to the committee’s report 
adopted as follows: 


“Therefore, we demand as an act of simple justice, 
that the Legislature grant municipal suffrage to 
wowen. 

With this addition the platform was adopted. 
It denounces the liquor traffic in allits phases; 
also, the license and local option laws, and de- 
clares that entire proMibition is a principle good 
in law and feasible in practice. It declares that 
nothing in the way of prohibition can be hoped 
for trom either the Republican or Democratic 
Party. The Jatter makes no pretensions in 
= Girection and the tormer makes nothing 
elze. 

Twenty-five members at large weré elected as 
the nucleus of a new State Committeeand these 
delegutes were elected ut large to the National 
Prohibition Convention next year: The Rev. Dr. 
A. A. Miner, of Boston; J. H. Hamilton, of Som- 
erville, Dr, John Biackmer, of Springtigid, and 
Prof. John Bascom, of Williamstown,

FATAL NAPHTHA EXPLOSION. 


TWO MEN KILLED AND A SCHOONER 
AND WHARF BURNED. 

Boston, Sept. 7.—The schooner War 
Eagle, from New-York, loaded with naphtha, 
was lying at the wharf opposite Cunningham’s 
oil storehouse, Chelsea, this morning. Four 
men were on the deck and one below, Suddenly 
there was a puff of black smoke, then a tre- 
mendous explosion, and the vessel’s deck was 
blown into fragments. In the midst of the 
flame and smoke were the bodies of three men. 
They fell back into the flames that filled the 
burning boat. Another man was blown over- 
board and was drowned, and a fifth escaped 
with but slight injuries. T'wo of those who were 
caught in the furnace of flame escaped after a 
thrilling experience, both being terribly burned. 
The third man died a horrible death in the 
midst of the exploding casks. 

The fire soon consumed Cunningham’s oil 
storehouse. Meanwhile the burning hulk drift- 


ed against the drawbriage and burned away the 
draw. The Captainand mate of the schooner 
hada terrible experience with the flames, and 
are now at the Marine Hospital suffering from 
bad burns on the face and hands. Capt. H. L. 
Philpot was directly over the first cask that ex- 
ploded and was blown nearly as high as the 
masthead. He gives the following graphio ac- 
count of the accident: 

“ We reached this port yesterday from New- 
York with aload of oil. You might as well say, 
though, that it was naphtha, for tuat is what it 
really was. We hadacargo of 1,000 casks of 
naphtha, and we commenced to discharge this 
morning. There were 100 largo iron tanks on 
the deck, and as the tide was low we lett those 
until we could roll them off upon the wharf. 
We took the hatches off and lowered the staging 
preparatory to hoisting out the casks. I was 
standing onthe staging and the mate, Charles 
Friend, was just stooping down to hook ona 
cask when the explosion occurred. The first 
thing I knew I was hurled into the air 
by a solid column of flame. I don’t 
know how high I went, but it seemed as 
though I never would come down, Fivaliy my 
hands touched something, and I hung on with 
all my might. I had caught the jib halyards 
and slid down to the deck almost in the same 
spot from which I went. Tne flames_ were all 
aboutme. It wasawful. I scrambled through 
the fire and reached a place where I could 
breathe. The mate, who had gone up at the 
same timethat I did, was blown out of the 
reach of the fire, and so he wasn’t very badly 
burned. Incoming down though he hurt his 


m. 

“ There were three other men on the boat be- 
sides us. The cook was in the cabin, and he 
rushed up the forward companionway just as 
the other casks went off. A big cask struck him 
on the head, and he never rose again. Hisname 
was James Marin, ang 1 believe ‘he lived in 
Stockton, Me. A* deckhand named Joseph 
Abyher was hit on the head by a piece of iron, 
but he got off with a slight wound on the cheek. 
After the mate and I reached the wharf we 
tried to find a doctor, for then I became con- 
scious that I was pretty badly burned. The other 
man killed dy explosion was Henry O’Donnell, 
laborer, residing in Chelsea.” 

The pecuniary loss will not be far from 
$15,000. The loss on the schooner and its fur- 
nishings wil] be between $2,500 and $3,000, on 
which there is no insurance. The oil which was 
carried was valued at about $8,500, and the 
building was worth about $3,500. The loess on 
the wharf will doubtless increase that sum. 


DEAGGED DOWN BY WHEELER. 


A RECEIVER FOR THE NEW-HAVEN 
WIRE COMPANY. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 7.—To-day, on 
& petition brought before Judge Edward I. San- 
ford, of the Superior Court, Samuel A. Galpin 
was appointed temporary Receiver of the New- 
Haven Wire Company, whichis involved in the 
big failure of E.S. Wheeler & Co. The petition 
was signed by Mr. Galpin, who is Treasurer of 
the company; E. 8. Wheeler, the President, and 
Benjamin E. Brown. These gentlemen repre- 
senta majority of the stock. The petition re- 


cited that a majority of the stockholders had 
voted to wind up the affairs of the concern. The 
hearing on the appointment of a permanent Re- 
ceiver cannot take place until Oct. 4, as there is 
no session of the court at present. The wire com- 
pany employ about 400 hands. Mr. Galpin says 
that he now sees no reason why the business 
should not be kept running, and there is no 
pene of an immediate shut-down at the 
mill. 

The Wheeler failure continues to agitate busi- 
ness circles, and what the outcome of it wili be 
can be scarcely predicted. President Welch, of 
the First National Bank, who is Mr. Wheeler's 
father-in-law, said to-day that a statement of 
the condition of affairs of the firm sould not be 
given out under two or three weeks. If the 
creditors think it advisable to give an extension 
the business may be arranged in four weeks. 


PSR ES Oe VRS 
IRON FACTORIES BUSY. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 7.—The iron 
trade of the city isin amore prosperous condi- 
tion than it has been for years. Every depart- 
ment of every mill is working to its full capac- 
ity, and the majority of the mills are unable to 
fill the orders as fast as they come in. One man- 
ufacturer said: ‘‘We are making over 125 net 
tons every day, for which we have to buy about 
75 tons of raw iron, because our puddling fur- 


naces, when on double turn, cannot turn out 
more than 60 tons. This week there are but 16 
idle puddling furnaces, while 31 are on eingle 
and all the others in every mill in this county to 
the number of nearly 1,000 on double turn. Tne 
railroad companies are so pushed for cars that sev- 
eral of-them have sent agents here to look after 
getting the cars unloaded as soon as possible. 
Notably is this the case with the Baltimore and 
Obio Company. A few days ago a train of 75 
cars was brought over the road of this company 
from Baltimore drawn by a four-wheeled driver 
camel back engine to the Isabella blast furnaces 
loaded with foreign ores, of which thousanis of 
tons are now being shipped across the ocean 
from nearly every ore centre in the Old World. 
This company alone receives from 50 to 75 cars 
of different kinds of raw material every day 

and at present their miles of siding are crowded 
with cars along Second-avenue, It is almost 1m- 
possible to get room to move them. It requires 
alone over 6,000 tons of raw ore to supply the 
daily demands of blast and mill furnaces, and 
altogether it requires 11,000 tons of ore coke 
limestone and cinder for the blast furnaces in 
this county every day. Estimating this lot at 40 
tons to the car, this would take about 300 cars.”

THE TARIFF CONFERENCES 
AT OAK VIEW. 

NO PROBABILITY OF A REPEAL OF THE 

FRUIT BRANDY TAX—ASSISTANT SEC- 

RETARY PORTER TO RESIGN. § 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—It can be stated 
with a good deal of positiveness that the propo- 
sition of taking the tax off fruit brandy, which 
is alleged to be a part of the tariff programme at 
Oak View, has never for a moment been enter- 
tained either by the President or Secretary Fair- 
child. A few years ago this question was agi- 
tated in Congress, and Mr. Randolph Tucker and 
other Southern members made inquiry of the 
Treasury Department as to what would be the 
effect on the revenue of taking off the tax 
upon this: “home product,’ as they called it. 
The reply was made that the dirdct loss to the 
revenue ould be trifling, as the amount 
collected from spirits made from apples, peaches, 
&c., ever since the reimposition of the internal 
revenue laws fhad ranged from $500,000 a year 
up to $2,000,000, according to the bountifulness 
of the fruit croup, with a general average of a 
very little over $1,000,000. It was stated, 
however, that the indirect loss to the revenus 
would be very much greater,jand that, in fact, to 
exempt fruit brandy from taxation would 
practically render the collection of the tax on 
grain spirits in many districts impossible. 
There would be nothing to prevent the grain 
distillers from flavoring their alcohol with fruit 
extracts and putting it on the market free of 
duty’as peach brandy. Then, again, the exemp- 
tion of one class of distilleries from taxation 


would immensely increase the output of fruit 
brandies. Atthe present time the production of 
these articles is mainly limited to what the 
Southern farmers require for their home con- 
sumption; and to the surplusage of their fruit 
crop which they are unable to get toa profit- 
able market. If they could put their whole crop 
into fruit brandy without paying a tax on it 
they would undoubtedly do so, and the result 
would be that all the swall grain distilleries in 
the Southern States would either be turned into 
fruit distilleries or would make spirits illicitly 
aud put them on tbe market as fruit brandies. 
Commissioner Miller being asked to-day if it 
would be practicable to take the tax off fruit 
brandies without deranging the whole internal 
revenue system, replied emphatically that it 
would not; that it would open the door to 
frauds in every direction. He further said, in 
auswer to a direct inquiry, that he had not been 
asked for any statistics on the subject. 


Assistant Secretary of State Porter authorized 
the statement to-day that he would resign his 
office and take his departure for his home in Ten- 


nessee within the next two or three days. He 
sald he had mentioned this purpose to Secretary 
Bayard several days ago, and had since been 
busily engaged in removing his personal effects. 
He is only awaiting the return from his vaca- 
tion of the clerk who has charge of his personal 
papers to sever his connection with the State 
Department. The regret being expressed that 
Gov. Porter, who has always been exceedingly 
courteous to the newspaper men, should leave, 
he replied that he in turn had to thank the 
newspapers for their fair treatment, and that 
he had the satisfaction of knowing, in leav- 
ing ithe office, that he left the Consular 
Service of the United States, in j;which he 
was greatly interested, in a better condition 
than he had found it. Gov. Porter said he had 
not yet placed his resignation in the hands of 
the President; that he had intended doing so to- 
day if the President had’ come to the White 
House, and finding that a premature announce- 
ment of his intention had been made, he had just 
telegraphed to the President at his country 
home saying that he desired to be relieved at 
the earliest possible moment. Gov. Porter as- 
signed as the sole cause of his resigna- 
tion. the health of his wife and the 
urgency of private affairs, intimating that the 
work of the department thad been very heavy 
and was not entirely congenial to him. Toa 
suggestion that some ill-natured: comments 
tuight be made to the effect that his retirement 
was the result of a disagreement with Secretary 
Bayard on the fishery negotiations, Secretary. 
Porter replied that that would not be true and 
that he left the oftice with the kindest feelings 
toward every oneinit. When asked if he would 
not remain until his successor was appointed, 
Secretary Porter repiied no; that he should 
leave as soon as he could get his private papers 
together. Secretary Bayard is expected to re- 
turn to the city to-day or to-morrow. 


Referring to the Behring Sea seizures, it may 
be interesting to recall the exact language ad- 
dressed by Secretary Fish to Sir Edward Thorn- 


ton Jan. 22, 1875, this dispatch being in reply 
to a suggestion of the British Government that 
the limit of territorial jurisdiction heretofore 
held to be the equivalent of a gun shot of three 
miles should be extended to comply more nearly 
with the range of modern artillery. Secretary 
Fish wrote as follows: 


“We have always understood and asserted that, 
pursuant to public law, no nation can rightfully 
claim Jurisdiction at sea beyonda marine league from 
its coast. This opinion on our part has sometimes 
been said to be inconsistent with the facts that, by 
the laws of the United States, revenue cutters are 
authorized to board vessels anywhere within four 
leagues of their coasts, and that by the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, so called, between the United 
States and Mexico of the 2d of February, 1848, the 
poundary line between the dominions of the 
parties ae in the’ Guif of Mexico three leagues 
trom land. It is believed, however, that in 
carrying into effect the authority conferred by the 
act of Congress referred to, no vessel is boarded, if 
boarded at all, except such a one as upon being 
hailed may have answered that she was bound toa 

ort of the United States. At all events, although 

he act of Congress was passed in the infancy of this 
Government, there is no known instance of any 
complaint on the part of atoreign Government of 
the trespass by a commander of a revenue cutter 
upon the rights of its flag under the law of nations.” 


The Post Offices at Bay Shore and Port Jeffer- 
son, Suffolk County, N. Y., were to-day made 
first class offices, to take effect Oct. 1, at a sal- 
ary of $1,100 a year. 


The Hon. W. L. Scott, of Pennsylvania, re- 
turned to the city this evening from his visit 
to the President at Oak View. When asked 


whether the tariff and a reduction of the reve- 
nue had been discussed by the President him- 
self, Secretary Fairchild, and Mr. Carlisle, and 
whether any bill had been agreed upon, he said 
that this subject, as well as other public mat- 
ters, had been talked about, and that while there 
was no difference of opinion among the gentle- 
men present as to the necessity for an early re 
duction of the revenues and taxation, no meas- 
ure for that purpose had been agreed upon, and 
none would be without consultation with the 
members belonging to the majority in the House 
of Representatives. It was the opinion of all 
that there ought to be a very considerable re- 
auction at the earliest possible date after the 
meeting of: Congress, but the mannerin which 
the reduction should be made was considered 
only in a general way, and no details were 
agreed“upon. This, he said, was all that could 
be said about the so-called conference, and the 
statements upon the subject going the rounds of 
the press were mere speculations, 


Count Eugene Mitkiewicz called upon Acting 
Secretary of State Porter to-day and presented 
to him 1n behalf of the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 


Chang, a fine imperial photograph of his Excel- 
lency, the Viceroy. The Count also bore a letter 
to Mr. Porter from United States Cousnl Smith- 
ers, at Tien-Tsin, introducing him to the Assist- 
ant Secretary. No reference was made to the 
concession during this morning’s visit, and none 
of the Envoys were present. Nothing has been 
made public as yet in reference to the treatment 
of the concession by the Chinese Minister, but it 
is believed that up to this time no final action 
has been taken in the matter. 


The evidence is overwhelming that on the oc- 
easion of the reception given by the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland last night in honor of the 
foreign guests of the Nation attending the In- 


ternational Medical Congress many of the 
guests for whom the reception was given were 
unuble to obtain admission, though the Presi- 
dent and his wife considerately prolonged the 
time named for the reception two hours beyond 
the limit proposed. A crowd of free lunchers 
and vulgar sightseers barred all the entrances, 
and in every possible way in dress and manners 
did discredit to the American name. Where the 
fault lay it is perhaps useless to inquire 
now when it is too late to apply the 
remedy. It is quite evident that the 
foreign guests should have been conveyed to the 
White House in carriages and admitted by a sep- 
erate entrance from the general crowd, as is 
usual with the diplomatic corps on stated occa- 
sions, and it is not at all evident why there 
should have been a general crowd or why the 
same rules of admission by badges or special 
tickets which governed the right to the floor at 
Albaugh’s Opera House on the opening day 
should net have been applied and enforced at 
the entrances to the White House grounds. 
Whatever the cause, the result 18 @ most un- 
fortunate imputation on American hospitality 
and manners. The toreign delegates keenly 
feel the slight put upon them, though 
with characteristic courtesy they do not say 
much. Cne dietinguish foreigner said 
in the presence of a reporter to-day 


that he was “heart-broken” over the way he 
was forced to stand in the street, but declared 
that he was going to get Mrs. Cleveland’s photo- 
graph and keep it near him all his life. Warning 
might have been taken by a similar experience 
not quite so bad at the Conversazione at the 
Pension hall on Monday night. The announce- 
ment was made to-day that a number of the 
tickets for the banquet to-morrow night had 
fallen into wrong hands, and that new tickets 
would have to be issued. Incidents like this and 
others which will be recalled—the Chinese recep- 
tion last Winter, for instance—are felt to cast a 
deep disgrace upon Washington, and itis with 
regret they are referred to. 


THE OHIO UAMPAIGN OPENED. 


MR. POWELL’S ARRAIGNMENT OF GOV. 
FORAKER, 

Hamiutron, Ohio, Sept. 7.—The opening 
meetingof the State campaign of the Democratic 
Party was held here this evening. It wasavery 
large and enthusiastic meeting. The Duckworth 
and Ohio Clubs, of Cincinnati, and the Jefferson 
Club, of Springfield, were in attendance, as well 
asanumber of leading Democrats from other 
parts of the State. 

The first speech was made by the Hon. Thomas 
E. Powell, candidate for Governor. He had an 
enthusiastic reception, and his speech was list- 
ened to by alarge throng of people, who from 


time to time gave evidence of their appreciation 
of his points by applause. Mr. Powell devoted 
nearly one-third of bis time to Gov. Foraker and 
his administration. Speaking of what was de- 
manded of a Governor of Ohio, the third State 
in the Union, he said Foraker’s attack upon 
President Cleveland in his speech of acceptance 
was unworthy one aspiring to such a@ high office, 
and for it he had received condemnation at 
the hands of private citizens and from the 
public press throughout the country. He 
claimed also that Gov. Foraker had publicly in- 
sulted the 400,000 Democratic voters of Ohio 
by referring to them in his speech as the ‘rebel 
brigade,” and as ‘ Confederates,” and “dirty 
Democrats.”’ He classed this method as of a 
character with the Governor’s charge on a 
former occasion that the Democratic manage- 
ment of the penitentiary had been making canes 
from human skins—negroes and Irishmen. This 
charge, he said, was based solely on the state- 
ment of suine Inmates of the insane ward of the 
penitentiary. 

Speaking of the matter of the rebel flags, he 
said the Governor by his conduct at soldiers’ 
reunions, and especially at Wheeling, had dis- 
gusted the best men in his own party, and 
they had called a halton him. This had gone 
to such an extent that the Executive Commit- 
tee had issued a second edition of his speeches, 
and, unlike the tariff, they had been both re- 
vised and reformed. Going back to his tirst 
topic, he said the people wanted a Governor 
who would give less attention to the war that 
ended 20 years ago and more to the peaceful 
problems of the presentand future. The ad- 
ministration of Foraker was compared with the 
Democratic administrations of the State, and 
figures were presented to prove that the present 
State administration had not only been more 
expensive than any of the Democratic admin- 
istrations, but the most recklessly extravagant 
ever had in the State. 

The question of tariff reform was discussed at 
some length. Mr. Powell favored a thorough 
revision and.a honest reformation of the present 
system, and said that the tariff should be so re- 
duced that no more reserve should be raised 
than the Governmentneeded. He advocated keep- 
ing the taxes upon whisky, tobacco, and articles 
of luxury, and making food, clothing, and arti- 
cles of necessity and general consumption 
cheaper. He gave some attention to Foraker’s 
claims of the blessings of prohibition as given in 
his article in the Forum, and made considerable 
ridicule of several statements in that article. 

Mr. Powell next gave a summary of what 
had been done by the National Administration, 
such as recovering the lands which had been 

ranted to railroad corporations by the Repub- 
lican Party, and stated that the Democratic 
Party had not granted a single acre of the pub- 
lic domain to railroad corporations, and had not 
extended or revived a single grant. He also 
gave the facts upon which he based his claim 
that Cleveland’s Adwinistration had done more 
for the soldiers and their dependent relatives 
than any Republican Administration. He closed 
his speech with a tribute to President Cleveland 
and his work, and claimed that the party which 
had done so weil with national affairs was the 
party to be trusted with the administration of 
the State’s affairs.

RAIN, 


STORM. 


LIGHTNING, 
STONES. 
Utica, N. Y., Sept. 7.—A severe storm 

passed over Worcester, Otsego County, to-day. 

Amos Cornell was lifted off his feet by the wind, 

thrown against a barrel 25 feet distant, and 

killed. Two other men were severely injured 
and four houses and barns were destroyed. The 
crops suffered greatly. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 7.—About 2 
o’clock to-day a tornado visited this city. It 
lasted only a short time, butits effects were quite 


serious. Trees and chimneys were blown down 
all over the city. At the asylum for the chronic 
insane a new building in course of erection was 
damaged by the wind to the extent of several 
hundred dollars. 


SaraToGa, N. Y., Sept. 7.—One of the 
severest storms ever experienced in this sec- 
tion raged in Saratoga Springs this afternoon 
from 1:30 until 1:50 o’clock. Considerable 
damage resulted previous to a downpour 
which deluged the village. Heavy black 
clouds were observed gathering in the south, 
and they advanced with great rapidity. 
Thunder and lightning announced the approach 
of the storm, and soon it burst with all its 
fury. For the first few moments the rain fell in 
sheets so dense that objects a few feet away 
could hardly be distinguished. A driving wind 
added its accompaniment to the pelting rain- 
drops, and everything movable felt the effects of 
its force. The tailend of the storm developed 
into hail, which completed the damage started 
by the rain. In the southeastern portion of the 
village the hailstones were the size of peas, but 
on their northward journey they increased to 
the size of hens’ eggs. Several pieces picked up 
in front of the Arcade Building measured 1 by 112 
inches. All standing crops in the track of the 
storm were ruined, the loss in buckwheat being 
the heaviest. The storm swung ina circle, pass- 
ing directly over Saratoga Springs from south- 
west to northwest. At Ballston but a few drops 
of rain fell. Many trees were broken down in 
the village, but the heaviest damage was done to 
the various greenhouses. 


WIND, AND HAIL- 


TEEMER WINS THE RAOE. 
Watkins, N. Y., Sept. 7.—The final heat 
between Teemer, Hamm, and Bubear in the 
Watkins Regatta on Seneca Lake was rowed 
this evening. The races were postponed from 
hour to hour during the afternoon on account 


of rough water, and it was not until 
7 o’clock that the referee decided the course suit- 
able for a start. There were only a few persons 
on the shore to witness the start, and at the 
finish there were but a small number of spec- 
tators to greet the oarsmen. 

The junior scullers were called out, but failed 
to putin an appearance before the referee had 

iven the word for the final race. Teemer 
ed from the start and was only over- 
taken once during the race, and that 
was by Hamm, near the three-quarter mile 
buoy, on the home-stretch. The oarsmen finished 
in the following order: Teemer first, a length 
ahead of Hamm, second, and Bubear three 
lengths away. 

The juniors are announced to row at 3 o’clock 
to-norrow afternoon, but the regatta virtually 
closed with the final race to-night. 
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SENATOR MILLER AT THE FAIR. 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 7.—This was the 
principal day of the fifty-first annual fair of 
Chautauqua County, and 15,000 persons were 
in. Marvin Park. The weather was delightful. In 


the afternoon Senator Warner Miller was intro- 
duced by Robert N. Marvin to an immense audi- 
ence, which was highly pleased with his address, 
the subject of which was the mutual inter- 
est and dependence of agriculture, educa- 
tion. and manufacture, and the necessity of 
their developingin harmony to secure the most 
abundant prosperity. The Senator refrained 
from making the least reference to politics or at- 
tempts to call especial attention to himself, and 
as a result everybody was pleased. During his 
stay here attempts have been made by Repub- 
lican managers to have the Senator take steps 
to quiet the agitation against Assemblyman 
Frost, the obnoxious nominee in the Second 
Chautauqua District; but he has refused to in- 
terfere in any Way, saying that he had nothing 
to do with the bolt, and considers the question a 
local one which the voters of the district alone 
can dispose of.

TO CHALLENGE THE TORIES 


A FIGHT TO BE MADE ON THE 
IRISH PROOLAMATION. 
THE LIBERALS DECIDE TO MOVE A 
VOTE OF CENSURE—MR. GLADSTONE’S 
DECISION NOT TO VISIT AMERICA. 


Lonpon, Sept. 7.—The Liberal leaders 
have decided to challenge the legality of the 
proclamations forbidding the Ennis and 
other meetings. Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
and Sir G. O. Trevelyan will return to London 
and seize the occasion presented by the coming up 
of the Appropriation bill on Monday to move a 
vote of censure against the Government. Tbe 
Parnellite members have been recalled to assist 
in the debate, which will be the final one of the 
session. As Mr. Parnell is again ill at Avondale 


Mr. Sexton will lead the discussion in com- 
mittee, 


The Union Conservative clubs have arranged 
for an Autumn campaign to cover the whole 
country. Meetings will be held in 220 towns and 
65 members of Parliament have consented to 
take the stump. This will be the greatest effort 
ever made by the Conservatives. 

The Trades Congress has adopted a resolution 
to form a labor electoral association for the pur- 
pose of securing an increase in the labor repre- 
sentation in Parliament. Another resolution 
demands lana reform, beginning with such an 
imposition of the land tax as will eventually 
leave the land in the possession of the people. 
The congress is now debating a motion in favor 
of the eight-hour movement. The speeches of 


the delegates show strongly developed tenden- 
ies toward a state of Socialism. 

An anonymous writer in a ltetter to the Times 
contends that Mr. Gladsfone, in his Nineteenth 
Century article, bases his argument upon the 
gains of four seats in 14 months. Mr. Glad- 
stone replies that bis argument is founded upon 
the change in the polls alike where seats have 
been won and where seats havebeen lost, and 
that the writer shifts the issue. 

Commenting on the invitation received by Mr. 
Gladstone from the Executive Committee to at- 
tend the centennial celebration at Philadelphia 
of the adoption of the American Constitution, 
the Jimes says, ‘‘Englishmen will not fail to 
gratefully recognize the kindly feeling that 
prompted the invitation. We are sorry, as Mr. 
Gladstone was chosen, that he is unable to accept 
it; but we find it difficult to discover how the 
conclusion was arrived at that Mr. Gladstoue 
was peculiarly fitted to represent England on 
such an occasion. We should hardly select Mr. 
Blaine to represent the United States if an Eng- 
lish celebration were in question.” 

The J/aily News, reterring to Mr. Gladstone’s 
declination, says that it cannot altogether re- 
gret his decisionjas it fears that he would be 
almost killed with kindness from the day he set 
foot in America. 

The reaction in American railroad securities 
which setin on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
deepened to-day. From the opening until the 
close selling on home account was unceasing. 
Operators are keenly disappointed at the ab- 
sence of support from New-York.. The day’s 
declines range from 3g to lJ per cent. In the 
street prices were a@ fraction firmer, but deal- 
ings were limited. 

Scariet fever is epidemic in London. So far 
1,120 cases have been reported. The fever hos- 
pitals are full of patients. 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—Preparations are being 
made for a monster demonstration at Mitchells- 
town, Ireland, to-morrow to protest against the 
prosecution of Mr: O’Brien. 

A correspondent of the Paris Temps, now 
muking a tour of Ireland. denounces evictions 
as barbarous, and tells the landlords that by 
evicting tenants they are only playing into the 
hands of the League. 

Sarah Bernhardt has been on a pilgrimage to 
Lourdes, and Parisians are speculating as to 
whether she is about to retire to a nunnery. 
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THE CONTROL OF BULGARIA. 
BucHAREst, Sept. 7.—It is reported here 
that Prince Ferdinand will soon make a visit of 
several weeks’ duration to his estate in Hun- 
gary. The report is received with much surprise, 
as it was thought it was all arranged that the 
Princess Clementine, mother of Prince Ferdin- 


and, would go to Sofia, where a briliiant Court 
would be established. 


Soria, Sept. 7.—The Bulgarian Govern- 
ment has learned that the Porte has instructed 
Chakir Pasha, the Turkish Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, to ask the views of the Russian 
Government now that the Ernroth mission has 
been abandoned. 

The report that ex-Premier Radoslavoff had 
been arrested is untrue. 


RomgE, Sept. 7.—Vatican circles deny the 
report that the Pope has censured Mgr. Minini, 
VicarApostolic of Bulgaria, for hoisting the Pon- 
tifical flag over the vicariate on the occasion of 
Prince Ferdinand’s entry. 


AYOUB KHAN DRIVEN AWAY. 
TEHERAN, Sept. 7.—Authenticinformation 
has been received that Ayoub Khan reached the 
frontier of Afghanistan several days ago. He 
entered the country, but was recognized anda im- 


mediately driven back into Persia. He is now 
in the Ghayn district. It is expected that he 
will be recaptured. 


Smuxa, Sept. 7.—Ayoub Khan, with 16 
adherents crossed the Afghan frontier half way 
between Herat and Lashwayain. The Ameer’s 
troops surprised him on Aug. 31 at Rabati. 
He fied, but was overtaken. A skirmish ensued 
and he again escaped. He then made his way 
back to Persian territory. 


BURYING THE EXETER VICTIMS. 

EXETER, Sept. 7.—The public funeral of 
the victims of the Theatre Royal fire took place 
to-day. There were 52 coffins containing identi- 


fied bodies and 14 containing remains which it 
was impossible to identify. The streets through 
which the funeral procession passed were lined 
by silent crowds. enry Irving, the actor, has 
contributed £100 to tne relief fund. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Rong, Sept. 7.—The next Consistory will 
probably be held just after the Pope’s jubilee 
celebration. 

Mgr. Persico’s mission in: Ireland is not yet 
ended, and it is likely to last three or four 
months longer. 

The congregation of the Propaganda has settled 
the dispute between the Italian and French 


Dominicans concerning the Smyrna mission by 
declaring the mission to be Italian. 

During the past-24 hours there were reported 
6 new cases of cholera and 2 deaths in Rome, 13 
new cases and 10 deaths in Palermo, and 27 new 
cases and 18 deatuhs in Catania. 


St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 7.—Surprise has 
been caused in official circles here by the rumors 
of an intended interview between the German 
Emperor and the Czar. They are declared to be 
without foundation. 


VriennA, Sept. 7.—The army manceuvres 
at Neutra, Hungary, bave been concluded. The 
Emperor expressed himself satisfied with the 
bearing of the troops, and referred particularly 
to the efficiency of the artillery and cavalry. 
The Emperor will reach,Caakathurm, Hungary, 
to-morrow. 


Maprip, Sept. 7.—The reports of a revo- 
lution and an outbreak of troops in this city 
arose from a row among the soldiers in the Mon- 
tana Barracks. The men were forbidden to go 
out before the reguiation hour and they threat- 
ened to do violence to the ollicer who prevented 
them from leaving. The mutineers have been 
punished. 

It is reported that the Government is about to 
grant amnesty to Republican exiles, and that 
Senor Zorilla 1s preparing a manifesto declaring 
the Revolutionary Party dissolved, and announc- 
ing his retirement to private life. 


MELBOURNE, Sept. 7.—Advices have been 
received from Samoa that the commander of the 
German squadron recently demanded a heavy 
tine from King Malietoa for robberies 
committed on German plantations, and that 
the commander landed 500 men and de 
claread Mahetoa’s rival, Tamasese, King of 
Samoa. Malistoa resisted. The’ British 
and American Consuls issued a proclamation 
advising submission in the meantime, but de- 
claring that their Governments would not recog- 
nize Tamasese. The Germans guarantee the 
neutrality of Apia if their troops are not mo- 
lested. 

An agitation has been started in Fiji for the 
annexztion of these islands to Victoria. 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 7.—The seventieth 
anniversary of the birth of the Queen of Den- 
mark was appropriately observed at Fredens- 
borg. A number olf deputatious visited the castle 
and offered their congratulations. In the even- 
ing there was a soirée and ball at the castle, and 
a torchlight procession. 


Paris, Sept. 7.—Sefior Moret, the Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who is visiting 
France, had an interview to-day with Premier 
Rouvier. On the Morocco question they were in 
complete accord in desiring to maintain the 
status auo. Other points tou*hing existing rela- 
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tions between France and Spain were settled 
— 

The Journal des Débats says that a proposal 
has been submitted to England that a commis- 
sion be appointed to define a zone along the 
Suez Canal within which the construction of 
fortifications and the concentration of troops 
shall be forbidden. 


GUY SMITH’S WANDERINGS, 


BELIEVING HIMSELF A MURDERER FOR 
EIGHTEEN YEARS. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 7.—The last act of 
a tragedy begun 18 years ago was concluded in 
the Circuit Court at Bolivar, Tenn., last night, 
when Guy Smith was acquitted of the charge of 
murder. On the 2d day of February, 1869, atSal- 
isbury, Tenn., a little town on the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad, a younger brother of Smith 
became involved in a difficulty with two men 


named Bowden and Read, well-to-do residents 
of the vicinity. Young Smith was getting the 
worst of the affray, when Guy drew a re- 
volver and rushed to the rescue. Two 
pistol shots rang out and Bowden and 
Read fell to the ground, shot through 
the body. Then the man who had done the deed 
to save his brother from the indignity of a 
thrashing threw away his smoking pistol and, 
boarding a train which was just moving out 
from the station near by, was borne away to 
Chattanooga. By that one act he had forfeited 
a flourishing business and the companionship of 
beso children, aud friends, and becomes fugi- 
tive. 

From Chattanooga he went to St. Louis and 
Kausas City, and then took refuge on the plains 
of Montana. There he lived for several years, 
and by hard work and ‘‘taking his own part” 
whenever necessary, became a partner in a 
prosperous cattle business. All this time he 
went by the name of Robert Brown. He dared 
not write home, and his family and friends were 
left in doubt as to whether he was alive or dead. 
He could not rest content, even with a fortune 
in view, and finally turned the ranch over to bis 

artner and wandered away to the city of Mex- 

co. There he was recognized by several of his 

old comrades in Forest’s cavalry, in which 
command he had risen by galiant conduct 
on the field to the rank of Colonel. They kept 
his secret, and he embarked in business there. 
Fortune favored him once more, and everything 
he touched turned to gold. He remained in the 
city of Mexico six or eight years, and then, over- 
come by a longing to see his wife and children 
at all hazards, he started for home. 

For some reason he did not carry ont this 
design. but stopped on the way ata farm which 
he owned near Newport, Ark. There he lived 
until a few weeks ago, when the welcome 
news came that the two men he had 
shot were not dead. They had _ recoy- 
ered, after a long struggle against the 
effects of their terrible wounds, and then 
leftthe country. At thetime of the shooting the 
Grand Jury was in session. It was reported to 
that body that Bowden and Read had died of 
their wounds, and an indictment was at once 
found against Smith charging him with murder 
in the first degree. Through some oversight 
this indictment was left standing as originally 
drawn, and this fact was reported to Smith. 
But it weighed nuthing against his yearning to 
see his family and ciear his name. So as soon 
aS possible after hearing the news he returned 
to hisold home. He found the little children he 
had left 18 years before now grown to man- 
hood and womanhood and the handsome 
young wife a grave and middle-aged 
matron. {His arrival was reported to the au- 
thorities, and in due time the trial came off at 
Bolivar, the county seat of Hardeman County, 
wherein Saulsbury is also situated. It resulted 
in bones acquittal of the accused, as already 
stated. 

Col. Smith is now a wealthy man and he has 
had enough of wandering. He intends to de- 
vote the remainder of his life to the domestic 
duties and pleasures from which he was so long 
debarred. 


HIS BONDSMEN MADE IT GOOD. 


HOW A COUNTY TREASURER’S SHORTAGE 
WAS MADE UP. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 7.—The Bee, the 
Democratic organ of Northwestern Ohio, gives 
the following particulars concerning the de- 
falcation of a Democratic Treasurer: 


“ Ottawa County is to-day bordering on a great 
sensation. The Treasurer’s ottice was to be 
turned over by Treasurer Philip Smith to Treas- 
urer-elect Wash Gordon. A story gained circu- 
lation—low it leaked out is unknown—but it is 
supposed to have originated from one of Treas- 
urer Smith's boudsmen, to the effect that Smith 
would be found short in his accounts by the 
examiners who would count the money in 
the treasury and compare the result with 
the Auditor’s books. The train frem the 
west in the morning brought the prosecuting 
attorney, Commissioners, and Messrs. Charies 
Roose, Charles Bredbeek, the Hon. William 
Habbeler, George Deel, and other bondsmen or 
Smith, and the Treasurer elect, and J. P. and 
Elijah Lattemore, of Bay Township. Other 
bondsmen came to town, and their talk and 
actions created suspicion. They got together to 
talk the matter over, and were anxious it 
should be kept as quiet as possible, but it was 
apparent that there was something wrong. 

“It was|definitely learned that Treasurer Smith 
would prove a defaulter in the sum of $12,500 
unless something was immediately done. Smith 
hustled around and secured about $4,000, and a 
meeting of his bondsmen was held in Lawyer 
Mager’s office. where it is said Smith appeared 
before them and acknowledged that there would 
be ashortage of $8,500, which he desired them 
to] make up, and put it in the treasury 
at once in order to have it there at 1 
o’clock when the keys would be given to the ex- 
aminers, Atthetime the examiners appeared 
aad asked possession, but Smith asked for a half 
hour longer before the keys were surrendered, 
which the examiners granted him, and the mat- 
ter im Mager’s office was consummated. It is 
said that Smith gave his bondsmen a mortgage 
on the prone, he owns, and they signed a note 
to the bank for $8,500.” 
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REPUBLICAN DELEGATES CHOSEN. 
NYACK, Sept. 7.—The Rockland County Repub- 
licans met in mass convention at New City this aft- 
ernoon and chose as delegates to the State Con- 
vention Gen. Ira M. Hedges, of Haverstraw; Gen. 
Abram Merritt, of Nyack; John Weir, of Clarks- 


town, and Dwight B. Baker, of Suffern. The fol- 
lowing alternates were appointed: William T. 
Purdy, of Haverstraw; Clarence Lexow, of South 
Nyack; Peter Debevoise,jot Clarkstown, and E. 
Frank Pierson, of Ramapo. A resolution was 
unanimously adopted expressing the sentiment 
of the convention in favor of Col. Fred 
D. Grant for Secretary of State, and requesting 
the delegates to vote accordingly. Delegates to the 
Senatorial Convention were appointed as folllows: 
Arthur 8S. Tompkins, of Orangetown; Marsb S. Crop- 
sey, of Clarkstown; William H. Rose, of Stony 
Point; James Osborne, of Haverstraw, and Isaac W. 
Edsall, of Ramapo. The new Republican County

POWDERLY’S NEW SCHEME 
10 BE SUBMITTED 10 THB 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

THE GENERAL MASTER WORKMAN AIk 

VOCATES THE FORMATION OF NA- 


TIONAL TRADE ASSEMBLIES, 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 7.—General Master 
Workman Powderly to-day issued a very im- 
portant circular “to the order everywhere,” 
outlining a new policy which Mr. Powderly rec- 
ommends should be enacted into a law of the 
order at the next General Assembly. The new 
scheme is very comprehensive, but is said to be 
a mere skeleton of a great plan for governing 
the order. Mr. Powderly says: 

“In submitting this idea to the order I ask a 
fair and impartial examination of its merits 
Do not condemn unless you havea better plan 
to offer, and above all things do not abuse or 
criticise me for stating this plan.” 

As the pian is on the line of a more perfect 
autonomy for the different trades, Mr. Powderly 
speaks somewhat at length on the subject of the 
supposed hostility of the Knights of Labor to the 
trades unions. Hedenies in the strongest language 
that he ever said he was a “bitter enemy of 
trades unions,” and adds, ‘Every word dropped 
from the lips of men who are interested in 
the welfare of labor has been distorted 
and magnified, and has been carried 


in its twisted, deformed condition to the men on 
the opposite side of the question for the purpose 
of securing a reply.” The new plan which Mr, 
Powderly proposes he outlines in these words: 

“Give to each trade the right to organize a 
national trade assembly, under the jurisdiction 
of the General Assembly, said National trade aa- 
sembly to meet at least once a year for the elec- 
tion of officers and for the better regulation of the 
affairs of the trade and district. Each National 
Trade Assembly to have exclusive control ovet 
the affairs of its trade, without let or 
hindrance, so long as the  constitu- 
tion of the General Assembly is not 
violated. In matters concerning strikes no 
trade local assembly to enter upon one until 
all of the assemblies in the National 
Trade Assembly have voted on the ques- 
tion, and have by a three-fourths vote eed 
to render assistance, (the general laws of the 
order requiring attempts at arbitration to be 
observed.) No assistance from the gen- 
eral order to be given until the case 
has been presented to the General Executive 
Board, and by them submitted to the order at 
large. In case no assistance from the general 
order is required, the General Executive Board 
is not to interfere with the matter. 

Each National Trade Assemby is to have a bu- 
reau of atatistics and information concerning 
the State and condition of the trade, the imfor- 
mation to be furnished by local statisticins. 
State, Territorial, and Provincial Assemb ies 
are to be formed in every State, Territory, and 
Province in the jurisdiction of the order. \ll 
assemblies in the State, Territory, or Province 
to be connected with the State, Territorial, c'r 
Provincial ——- . <All State,  Terriy 
torial, or rovincial assemblies are te 
meet at least once a year for the Purpose 
of electing officers, drafting laws for the 
regulation of such matters as come within 
the jurisdiction of said State Territorial or 
Provinciai Assemblies. State Territorial 
or Proviacial assemblies are to have jurisdiction 
over all assemblies in the State, Territory, or 
Province, except in trade affairs. At the an- 
nual session of the State, Territorial, or Provin- 
cial assembly all local assemblies, whether trade 
or mixed, are to have an equal right and voice 
in the elrction of Representatives to the General 
Assembly; all Representatives to come to tid 
General Assembly direct from the State, Territo- 
rial,or Provincial Assemblies, and while delegate 
from local assemblies they shall have the same 
voice and vote in the selection of representatives 
to the General Assembly as the others shell 
have, and while tradesmen shall have the same 
chance of election to the General Assembly - 
others, yet no trade shall as such be represent 
in the General Assembly. 

The new law proposes takes away much of the ~ 
power now possessed by the General Executive 
Board. The pasagraph relating to strikeg 
establishes a new method of conducting 
strikes, and makes the ordering of strikes a 
very difficult matter. While the general tenor 
of the new law ie to separate the trades, it 
still retains the old Knight of Labor 
idea of centralized mixed assemblies 
by compelling the formation of Stare 
Territorial and Provincial Assemblies. State 
Assemblies are not to have jurisdiction of trade 
affairs, but are simply to legislate for 
the good of the order at large in 
the State. The most radical change is 
in the election of delegates to the General 
Assembly. The delegates are to be elected 
from the State, Territorial, or Provincial .As- 
sembly without any reference to trade district. 
The_idea is to have the General Assembiy 
composed of Knights of Labor, pure a simple, 
and prevent the clashing of delegates elected, as 
now, from the separate trades with the narrow 
interest of their own trade only at heart.

A CITY TREASURER’S SHORTAGE. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept, 7.—Emanuel Sorg, 
City Treasurer of Ann Arbor, is the latest victim 
of misplaced confidence in his ability to borrow 
public money ana pay it back again when it was 
wanted and before he should be discovered. For 
several months past he has failed to make 
monthly reports to the City Councii of the con- 


dition of the treasury, as required by the 
charter. Suspicion was at length aroused that 
all was not right, and; an examination of! the 
books was ordered. This has resulted in the 
discovery of a shortage of $6,678. The council 
at once removed the delinquent official and or- 
dered his bond prosecuted. Mr. Sorg immedi- 
ately turned over to his” bondsmen his entire 
stock of paints, oils, and wall paper, together 
with about $400 worth of book accounts, which, 
combined, will make enough to pay the deficien- 
y and leave a balance. To make matters 
danbly square he also gave the city @ chattel 
mortgage on the goods. 

The greatest trouble will be the fact of leay- 
ing the city with only $113 with which to pay 
expenses until matters can be satisfactorily 
arranged. The money had been used by Mr. 
Serg in his business, with the intention to re- 
place it, but being unable to make his collec- 
tions he failed to do so. He is one of the hardest 
working young business men of Ann Arbor, and 
was trying to save his father’s estate, which was 
left to him heavily incumbered.

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Brazil is said to have announced her pur- 
pose to nip in the bud the ambitious young 
Republic of Counani. This latest candidate 
for a place among the sisterhood of nations 
is asmall tract lying between Brazil and 
French Guiana, which under diplomatic 
agreements seems to have been treated for 
many years as neutral. The whole region 
is reported to contain less than a thousand 
people, and they seem to have made astren- 
uous but unsuccessful effort, four years ago, 
to be annexed to French Guiana or recog- 
nized as a colony of France. They can 
hardly be blamed for now taking refuge 
from their enforced neutrality in independ- 
ence; and exactly on what ground Brazil 
proposes to deprive them of this character 
isnot yet entirely clear. Presumably in 
consenting nearly half a century ago to 
treat this odd corner as neutral Brazil did 
not mean entirely to forego her own claims 
overit. Theterritory itself derives its chief 
importance from the fact that it has a coast 
line several scores of miles in length. and 
that its capital, which contains most of its 
population, isa seaport. Thus its products 
can find their way conveniently to the out- 
side world. The little republic supports a 
semi-monthly newspaper, and gives other 
signs of prosperity, which, however, are al- 
ready gravely menaced by the purpose im- 
puted to its ponderous imperial neighbor.

According to the statement of Representa- 
tive W. L. Scotr yesterday, the conference 
between him and the President on the sub- 
ject of the tariff was confined to its general 
outlines, and no specific measure was dis- 
cussed. There is, however, little doubt that 
the President, as the responsible leader of 
his party, as well as in pursuance of his Con- 
stitutional duty, will do all in his power.to 
secure some definite and substantial reduc- 
tion of taxation at the approaching session 
of Congress. How far he will succeed in 
obtaining the co-operation of the leading 
members of Congress of his own party can- 
not be foretold. His own ideas have been 
sound and sagacious, but they have failed 
of adoption on account of the cowardice of 
some and the treachery of others of the 
Democratic leaders. 





The name of Gen. H. Lopez, the new 
President of Venezuela, is not so familiar 
in this country as that of GUZMAN BLANCO, 
the remainder of whose term he has been 
chosen by the Council to fill out. Gen. 
BLANCO, in resigning the Presidency, has 
gone to Europe with diplomatic powers to 
settle the boundary dispute. His successor, 
who distinguished himself on the field 
in his youth, has been President of his 
native State, and, as a matter of course, a 
member of the Federal Council, since this 
body always selects one of its own mem- 
bers as President of the republic. Gen. 
Lopez is perhaps the foremost man in 
business ability in this body. As for the 
dispute with England over the boundary of 
British Guiana, there seems to bea prospect 
of its peaceful settlement through arbitra- 
tion. 





It isan ungrateful task to.criticise the 
desperate struggles of a convicted criminal 
to escape justice, but really it seems as if 
the counsel of JACOB SHARP had passed the 
limit of professional assurance. They have 
had all the time since the trial to get up 
their case on appeal. They have made a 
preliminary argument of that case already, 
and they have had nearly a fortnight’s notice 
of the extraordinary session of the General 
‘Term. Yet when the Judges composing that 

body have assembled, at a considerable in- 
convenience to some of them, the first act 
of SHARP’s counsel is to make a motion for 
delay. New-York Judges are long-suffering 
men, but this proposition seems to have 
staggered them, although amiability finally 
prevailed, and SHarRpP’s counsel got until 
next Tuesday to look into their client’s case 
and to prepare for the argument. 





UTOPIA AND POLATICS. 

There was a very obvious mixture of 
visionary and semi-Socialist theory with the 
most practical sort of politics in:‘the Labor 
Convention which adjourned yesterday at 
Rochester. The theory appears in the meas- 
ures proposed by the convention, and es- 
pecially in those that were made the test of 
friendliness to Labor on the part of the Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen at the last session 
of the Legislature. The practical politics 
comes in when a convention directed by 
office holders appointed by Gov. H111 issues 
a black list of members of the Legislature, 
to be used in defeating these members if 
they should be candidates for re-election, 
and also when the same convention spe- 
cifically pays its tribute of admiration and 
gratitude to the Governor for his appoint- 
ment of men of their own number to office 
and resolves to support or oppose men for the 
Legislature as they may favor the creation 
of further offices or not. 
machine it is difficult to estimate correctly 
the value of the organization of which Mr. 

Hix has managed to get the control, if, in- 
deed, he may not be said to have created it. 
That it willcome fully up to his expecta- 
tions we doubt. The men who are likely to 
take part as “‘workingmen” in the politics 
of this State this year and next are un- 
doubtedly numerous, and less than a year 
ago they appeared to tend to united action 
that would have made them formidable. 
But they have been very much divided 
since that time, in part by honest differ- 
ences of opinion, and in part by theintrigues 
of the politicians in each of the two great 
parties and among themselves, who have 
sought to direct their action toward selfish 
i ends. 

The question of general interest to the 
people of the State of New-York, quite apart 
from theeffect upon parties likely to result 
from these somewhat confused movements, 

1 and of greater importance than that result, 
is: How far do the men represented by such 
conventions really hold the opinions form- 
ally expressed in them and entertain the 
hopes which are indicated by the measures 
proposed? If the convention managers 
actually represent the views and feclings 
of any large proportion of the wage 
earners whom they claim to _ repre- 
sent, then one of two things must 
come about—either they will be disap- 
pointed in their efforts to mold legis- 
lation to suit them, or, if they get the legis- 
lation they wish, they will be more disap- 
pointed, and very bitterly, in the results they 
plainly count upon. We are not sure, in- 
convenient to all and seriously injurious to 
the wage earners as it would unquestion- 
ably be, that in the long run it would 
not be better that they should suc- 
ceed in getting some, at least, of their 
panaceas actually tried. If there be 
enough men who sincerely believe in 
these to secure, even indirectly, and by 
mere possession of the balance of power 
between the two chief parties in the State, 
the control of legislation, they can in no way 





The opinion of the Attorney-General re- 

garding the payment of the expenses of com- 
mittees of one branch of the State Legislature 
ought to have the effect of secaring an en- 
actment clearing up the present confusion 
in the laws. By an old law passed in 1853 
it is made illegal for either branch of the 
Legislature, without the consent of the 
other, to appoint any “traveling committee 
at the public expense except in the case of 
contested elections.” By an act of last year 
the Controller is directed to draw his 
warrant for expenses incurred “ when- 
ever by resolution of either house a 
committee shall be directed to conduct an 
investigation or take testimony in any 
other place than in the city of Albany.” 
This was undoubtedly jntended by the Leg- 
islature to cover all cases of investigation 
by committees of either house, but the At- 
torney-General thinks it cannot be consid- 
ered to repeal the act of 1853, which is 
therefore still in force. He suggests that 
the two may be harmonized by regarding 
the second act.as applying only to contested 
elections, excepted under the first. This is 
probably good. law, but as an interpretation 
of the purpose of the Legislature it is non- 
sense. The doubt can be removed only by 
new legislation, and as the matter affects 
the pockets of the Albany lawmakers it will 
srobably be promptly attended to. 








There would be a tinge of roundabout 
justice in the arrest of McGARIGLE, the 
Chicago refugee corruptionist, in Canada, 
even thongh it be for an offense wholly in- 
flependent of the crimes he committed in 
this country. He has been indicted in 
Montreal for conspiring to injure one Bax- 
TER by making false evidence against him 
in a criminal case before a Canadian court, 
and by causing his photograph to be placed 
in the rogues’ gallery in Chicago. What 
may have been MCGARIGLE’s motive we 
do not know, but he hardly expected at 
the time that his own picture would tigure 
in the same interesting art collection. If 
he should now be imprisoned in Canada it 
would be some comfort to Chicago, though 
we do not see that it would facilitate the 
capture of the scoundrel for purposes of 
Chicago justice. 

I Sond AY AS RTC NOT ET 
The Toronto dispatch saying that the an- 
fiual cricket match between Canada and 
the United States, which was to have been 
played there week after next, is off will cre- 
ate surprise as well as regret in this coun- 
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so completely be convinced that their hopes 
are vain as by having the measures tried 
by which they now believe that these hopes | 
can be realized, 

Take, for instance, the scheme of compul- 
sory arbitration, which was a favorite with 
the convention at Rochester. It was pro- 
posed seriously to demand of the next Legis- 
lature alaw compelling employers to appear 
before the State Board of Arbitration when 
summoned by their employés, and compel- 
ling them also to abide by the decision 
which the board should reach. In substance, 
this means that the State should compel em- 
ployers to come to the terms of the em- 
ployed. Of course, the State cannot do it. 
No matter how explicit might be the di- 
rection of the law or how great the 
powers of the board or how severe the 
penalties for refusal by employers, the 
latter would always have the recourse 
of going out of a business which they 
were not ailowed to manage for them- 
selves by means of free contract with their 
men. But the workingmen, as represented 
in the Rochester Convention, do not see 
this. No amount of explanation would 
make them see it. Probably nothing short 
of a definite trial of the scheme would sat- 
isfy them. That certainly would. Yet this 
is only one of a number of their proposi- 
tions of the same sort. Others are the ten- 
hour car drivers’ bill, which would only cut 
down the wages of drivers; the bill for the 
taxation of mortgages, which would only 
make rents highcr; the whole batch of 
measures to prevent convicts from being 
employed so as to pay the expense of pris- 
ons, and the scheme, which is the flower of 
all Utopian dreams, for the creation of a 
commission to ‘‘ regulate rents.” 

We say that if these men are in earnest 
and have the political power they claim, 
and which the politicians seem to concede, 
they can only be brought to a realizing 
sense of their own errors by experience. 
But, asa matter of fact, we do not expect 
any such extreme result. We do not regard 
them as nearly so strong as the politicians 
think they are, and we do not believe that 
these measures command anything like 
unanimous approvalamongthem. There is, 
we think, very little danger of the mistaken 
ideas presented being put into legislation, 
except through the weakness or the dema- 
gogy of the managers of the two principal 
parties acting as Gov. H1Lu has acted, and 
he has not profited enough by it to cause his 
example to be very generally followed. 








THE CITY AND THE ELEVATED 
ROADS. 

The tendency of forces to move along the 
line of least resistance is strikingly illus- 
trated by the history of the elevated roads. 
The line of least resistance in this case has 
been the rights of the public at large in the 
public streets. If the representatives of the 
people had been as zealous and energetic in 
resisting the unwarrantable pretensions of 
the roads as the representatives of the roads 
have been in urging and enforcing those 
pretensions, the roads would be very differ- 
ent constructions from what they are. The 
original grant of the use of the streets was 
improvident. Itis idle to complain of that 
now, or to blame anybody in particular for 
it. The plea that the greatest passenger 
traffic in the United States, and probably in 
any country, would not justify capitalists in 
buying the right of way and building a 
railroad on their own property to accommo- 
date that traffic seems absurd now, but it 
was universally accepted ten years ago. 
Now the only thing to be done is to con- 
strue that grant strictly, and to prevent the 
road from making use of all powers which 
it is not perfectly clear that the Legislature 
meant to convey. 

The Corporation Counsel shows that the 
power to build stations on public property 
was not included in the original grant. The 
obstruction of the streets by stairways con- 
necting the stations with the tracks is 
doubtless necessary to the enjoyment of the 
grant. This obstruction would not be very 
serious. It would involve merely a roof 
sheltering passengers on the platforms, in 
addition to the stairway itself, or the bridge 
from the station to the track. The stations 
at Fulton-street and at Rector-street are 
almost the only examples of what would 
have been done if the roads had 
been confined to the terms of their 
grant. The erections at those places darken 
the street more than the structure of the 
road itself, but they do not encroach upon 
the surface of the street or of the side- 
walk, noris there any reason why such an 
encroachment should be permitted. The 
squatters upon the rocks of the upper 
island have retreated before the advance 
of civilization, although they resisted that 
advance as earnestly as if they had all 
read “‘Progress and Poverty.” Whenever 
any public officer appears who is as 
much in earnest invindicating the rights 
of the city as private property holders 
in making the most productive use 
of their property, Mr. O’BRIEN’s 
opinion indicates that the squatters 
upon the elevated railroads, who have 
erected shanties in wood and corrugated 
iron and are doing a driving trade there in 
newspapers and small wares, will likewise 
have to go. The public, with its usual 
fatuous good nature, has accepted the ele- 
vated stations, with their staircases over 
the sidewalks, as dispensations of Provi- 
dence, just as it has‘accepted other ob- 
structions and disfigurements to the 
streets. It is only three or four years since 
there was ageneral belief that business 
could not be carried on without a 
forest of unsightly and dangerous tele- 
graph poles in every important street. 
That delusion has now been dispelled. 
In the same way there has been a general 
belief that everybody was at liberty to 
sweep the litter of his house or of his place 
of business into the public streets, to be 
collected and disposed of at the public ex- 
pense. To a city populated by persons so 
acquiescent a Mayor who goes about like 
an inquiring and somewhat capticus 
Haroun-al-Raschid, asking questions about 
everything, is an invaluable boon. Mayor 
Hewitt’s official inquisitiveness has not 
been of more service to the public at any 
time than when it occurred to him to ask the 

Corporation Counsel whether the elevated 

roads had really any warrant of law for 

putting stations on stilts in the streets and 
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using them for newspaper and candy stores, 
No doubt any previous Corporation Counsel 
would have made the same answer as Mr, 
O’BRIEN if he had been interrogated in the 
same inanner, Thatthe question has not | 
been asked before is due to the proneness 
of the whole community to submit to abuses 
and nuisances that do not oppress any in- 
dividual enough to make it his interest to 
call the perpetrators of them to ac- 
count. A sense of official duty should, 
of course, supply as effective a mo- 
tive as private interest, but it is a 
matter of general congratulation when it 
does so. In truth, the unpopularity of the 
elevated roads, apart from the stock-jobbing 
performances of their managers, is due 
rather to the malignity with which they 
have resisted just claims for damages from 
injured property holders than from resent- 
ment of their disregard for the rights of the 
public. If this greedy corporation, the 
history of which is a story of the conversion 
of public property to private use, is eftect- 
ually taught that an attack on the rights 
of the people of the city of New-York is not 
an attack along the line of least resistance, 
a most useful and needful lesson will have 
been administered, 





DOCTORS MADE TO ORDER. 


Some astonishing revelations regaraing 
the manner in which medical colleges are 
conducted in this country were made at the 
meeting of the American Academy of Medi- 
cine in Washington last Saturday, which 
seem to require more serious attention than 
the medical fraternity has yet given them. 
Dr. FREDERICK H. GERRISH, of the Maine 
Board of Health, gave the result of his in- 
vestigations regarding the preliminary edu- 
cation required by the colleges of candidates 
for admission, and the result is not calcu- 
lated to add to the confidence which a med- 
ical diploma is intended to inspire in the 
public mind., Dr. GERRISH conducted his 
inquiry through the medium of an 8-year- 
old girl, whose handwriting, though fair 
for a child of her age, gave ample evidence 
of the immaturity of the writer. This girl 
made written application for admission to 
the various colleges engaged in turning out 
doctors to order, of course under an assumed 
name, and in each application she confessed 
her absolute ignorance of natural philoso- 
phy or some other study, proficiency in 
which is necessary to qualify a person for 
the study of medicine, andthe answers to 
these applications form the result of Dr. 
GERRISH’S investigation. 


About one-half the answers received by 
the child, and by her turned over to the 
doctor, informed her that she could not 
enter the course prescribed until she 
was able to pass the preliminary ex- 
amination, including the studies in which 
she had confessed her ignorance. These 
came from institutions which are evi- 
dently intent upon filling their high mission 
with credit to themselves and for the bene- 
fit of suffering humanity. They all advised 
the applicant not to begin the study of 
medicine until the proper foundation for it 
had been laid. The other half, however, 
evinced a willingness to take the fee of the 
applicant, and promised to make a doctor 
of her in spite of her confessed inability to 
pass the examination prescribed in their 
prospectuses as necessary to gain admis- 
sion to their halls. Dr. GERRISH read speci- 
mens of some of these answers, and they 
would be highly entertaining but for the 
gravity of the consequences involved in 
turning out upon the world an army of in- 
competent practitioners. One college wrote 
encouragingly: ‘‘Our examination is not 
difficult; no one has yet failed to pass.” 
Another kindly wrote: ‘‘ Natural philosophy 
isnot required, except as a suggestion in 
the line of a liberal education.” <A third, 
bent on quieting all anxiety on the part of 
the applicant, wrote: ‘‘ The preliminary ex- 
aminations are not difficult, and no deserv- 
ing applicant is rejected on account of not 
being able to pass them. Call and see me 
when you arein the city, andI will fix it 
so you can enter.” 


It is to be regretted that Dr. GeRRIsH did 
not furnish the names of the medical col- 
leges which made these open offers toaccept 
his decoy student without subjecting her to 
a rigid preliminary examination. The pub- 
lic at large would take a great interest in 
marking the career of physicians holding 
diplomas from these institutions, and pos- 
sibly it was the fear of throwing discredit 
uponreally able practitioners who have been 
unfortunate enough to be graduated from 
these very colleges that restrained the 
doctor from publishing the names of the 
colleges. Still, the community which de- 
pends upon the skill of its physicians 
for the preservation of health has a right 
todemand that no man shall be sent out 
into the world with the diploma of a med- 
ical college uniess he is fully competent 
to perform the work concerning which 
that diploma gives a certain guarantee; 
and no man who has merely passed through 
a course of memorizing medical works, with- 
out the preliminary education which makes 
the memorizing effectual, is entitled to such 
a diploma. In the hands ofsuch a manitisa 
fraud upon the community, and a fraud of 
the most dangerous kind. The institutions 
which issue diplomas under such circum- 
stances are not entitled to the name of 
‘medical colleges.” They are simply mills 
for the manufacture of quacks, and should 
be so regarded and treated by all reputable 
practitioners. 


To begin the study of medicine without 
a preliminary knowledge of physics is 
like attempting to master trigonometry 
without a Knowledge of algebra, and the 
colleges which accept medical students 
in such circumstances are trifling with 
the most precious interests of the world, the 
life and health of communities. That hun- 
dreds of incompetent physicians receive 
diplomas annually is a fact which every- 
body has long suspected, but that persons 
are tempted by colleges to begin the study 
of medicine without having the requisite 
preparatory education upon which to found 
the science has been demonstrated in a pub- 
lic manner for the first time by Dr. GER- 
RISH’S investigation. Itis his duty to let 
the world know what colleges are engaged 
in this fee-grasping conspiracy at the ex- 

pense of communities. 
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public fairly warned can then be relied on 
to protect itself. 








THE SHOEBURYNESS MEETING, 

One of the most noteworthy points of 
difference between the organized citizen 
soldiery of the United States and that of 
foreign countries is thecomparatively small 
proportion of artillery found among the 
former. This will be obvious if the militia 
organization of almost any particular State 
is examined in detail. Even where so- 
called artillery companies flourish they will 
be found armed in many cases only with 
Gatlings. When anattempt was made some 
time ago to supplement the Summer en- 
campment at Peekskill with a light battery 
camp at the end of the season, seven bat- 
teries being collected there, the result was 
so mortifying that it has not since been re- 
peated. The excellent performance of the 
camp battery stationed there during the 
past Summer was a matter of general sur- 
prise and congratulation. The lack of 
heavy artillery, properly so called, in the 
militia, may of course be ascribed in part 
to inability to secure the proper pieces for 
drill and permanent possession, although in 
afew cases instruction has been given to 
specially detailed infantry companies in 
the forts by regular officers. The introduc- 
tion of artillery instruction in the recent 
Connecticut National Guard encampment at 
Niantic isa hopeful sign of a new order of 
things. 

The contrast presented by the volunteer 
organization of Great Britain is forcibly 
illustrated by the prize competitions of the 
National Artillery Association at Shoebury- 
ness. The twenty-third annual meeting, 
which was recently held ‘there, lasted two 
weeks and comprised competitions with the 
64-pounder Palliser muzzle-loading rifle, 
the 40-pounder breech-loader Armstrong, 
the 10-inch muzzle-loader, and the usual 
repository competitions. The list of prizes 
included the Lords and Commons’ nine sil- 
ver cups, $225; the Earl of LOoNDESBOR- 
OUGH’S prize, $100; the Second Middlesex, 
$75; Col. BRoosHOoFT’s prize, $150; the 
Duke of CAMBRIDGH’s, $50; Col. Gas- 
COIGNE’S, $50; the two brigade detachment 
prizes given by the Corporation of London 
and the Company of Drapers, $165 each; 
Sir R. WaALLAck’s nine cups, $225; Mr. 
STEWARD’s field glass prize, $74; the Elk- 
ington silver cups, $105; Col. GLEADOW’s 
prize, $50; the War Secretary’s, $225; Col. 
RUTLEY’s, $50; the Queen’s nine cups and 
badges, $500; the Prince of WALEs’s cups, 
$225; Lord WAVENEY’s prize, a model of a 
Cadiz mortar, and $75; Svotland’s cup, with 
$52; the Harcourt Challenge Cup and 
badges, with $50; the Cinque Ports Chal- 
lenge Cup, $50, and in addition to all these 
and to the large number of certificates of 
merit presented and some cups and badges 
not mentioned, there were twenty-four 

National Artillery Association prizes, aggre- 
gating more than $1,900. Some of the gifts 
of the artillery association also appear in 
augmenting the prizes of other donors al- 
ready spoken of. 

The extent of the volunteer artillery 
organization in Great Britain is indicated 
by the names and numbers of the winning 
organizations. These include the Second 
and Fourth Durham Artillery, the First 
Cheshire and Carnarvon, the Second and 
Third Middlesex, the First Midlothian, the 
First, Fifth, and Eighth Lancashire, the 
Fourth West York, the Second and Third 
Essex Brigades, the City of London Brigade, 
the Second Sussex Brigade, the First Glouces- 
ter, and so on. The announcements of 
drills for these organizations after the 
Shoeburyness meeting indicate that they 
are kept steady at work. The Scottish 
National Artillery Camp must also be noted, 
since there are between one hundred and 
two hundred detachments yearly present 
there. 

It would be idle to hope for an artillery 
organization among the militia of this coun- 
try as extensive as that of the British vol- 
unteers. The chief drawback is the cost of 
providing and maintaining the heavy guns, 
or, in the case of light batteries, the field 
pieces, with their horses. The British vol- 
unteer artillery has been supplied with guns 
and ammunition free of cost, Sergeants of 
the Cvast Brigade have been detailed for its 
instruction, and the organizations have 
been recruited as largely as possible from 
iron works and similar industrial establish- 
ments. What could be done in this country 
is to instruct and train the militia of the 
seaboard in the use of the heavy guns to be 
found in the harbor forts. One suggestion 
has been that each fortshould haveassigned 
to it some militia regiment on whichit could 
rely for its sudden refuforcement in case of 
need, this regiment regularly sending down 
its companies by turn for drill and instruc- 
tion through the year. Whatever the plan 
adopted, more artillery training would seem 
to be desirable for the National Guard. 





ROBERT L. STEVENSON IN TOWN. 


Robert Louis Stevenson, the novelist 
whose works have recently been so largely read 
in Europe and the United States, arrived in this 
city yesterday by the steamship Ludgate Hill, 
with his wife, his stepson, and his mother, Mrs. 
Thomas Stevenson. The party went to the 
Victoria Hotel, where Mr. Stevenson, who is 
suffering from lung trouble and is in extremely 
delicate health, devoted himself to recovering 
from the effects of a very rough voyage. 

This is not the first visit of the novelist to this 
country. In 1879 he came to New-York asa 
stecrage passenger for the sake of the experi- 
ence, and went to California, where he married 
an American lady with whom he had previously 
been acquainted in Europe. Mrs. Stevenson, it 
will be remembered, collaborated with her hus- 
band in one of his most popular works, “The 
Dynamiters.” 

Mr. Stevenson’s present visit to America is 
principally for the sake of his health. He ex- 
pects to spend some time in Colorado and Cali- 
fornia. The dramatic version of Mr. Stevenson’s 
book, “‘ Dr. Jekyel and Mr. Hide,” will be pro 
duced in this city next Monday at the Madison- 
Square Theatre, with Richard Mansfield in the 
prominent dual réle.

A HEAVY ATTACHMENT. 

PROVIDENCE, R. IL., Sept. 7.—An attachment 
for $300,000 was yesterday placed upon tho mills 
and property of the Woonsocket Rubber Company 
by Thomas John Shipman Green, of New-York. 
The attachment is the last of three that have been 
issued within 20 days by the same person, and the 


company’s property in New-York, Boston, and this 
State is now under the care of the Sheriffs. On the 
16th inst. Green obtained an attachment against 
the company’s property in New-York in a suit to 
recover $222,280, alleged to be. due on 200,000 
pounds of rubber sold to the concern. The attach- 
lent will prevent the shipping of rubber and the 
sending ont of made-up goods, but it is not likely 


that it will interfere with the running of the works.'

THE LURAY OAVE. 





Luray INN, Virginia, Sept, 6,—There is a 
prehistoric hole in the ground here no less than 
eleven acres in extent. From that tendenoy to 
peer curiously into a hole which is one of the 
foundation elements in human nature, it hag be- 
come one of the notable popular resorts of the 
South, and thirteen thousand people have dur- 
ing this season left home, sweet home, for a time 
to follow its windings and.insnect its curiosi- 
ties. It is known to the watering-place public 
as the Cave of Luray. 

Luray is an old Virginia town, which becamo 
somewhat famous during a war which, accord- 
ing to the Century Magazine, once took place 
down here. Its chief productions outside of the 
cave are churches and pickaninnies, both up- 
pearing to be more numerous than the meagre 
resources of the inhabitants can comfortably 
maintain. The churches are painted and the 
pickaninnies are also colored, the latter being 
apparently self-supporting and in a remarkable 
state of shining vitality. 

The caveis visited mostly on the excursion 
plan by people from the adjacent large cities. 
Acompany owns the cave and has builded a 
handsome and comfortable hotel a mile away on 
the side, of the town. The excursionists come in 
Strings, like beads or sausages, and, clad in gray 
ulsters, all look exactly alike. From the hotel 
they reach the cave in stages, the drive being 
enlivened by the casting of coppers to the pick- 
aninnies aforesaid, who toddle after the wagons 
like a flock of toy Egyptian beggars and evince 
a@ willingness to abandon all considerations of 
clothing and skin in rolling over in the dust to 
capture the dollar which promises to ‘make ex- 
cellent citizens of them when they grow up. 

A Queen Anne cottage in red. udorns the low 
hill containing the cave, and coverg the en- 
trance. It isentered on the upper floor, and 
from here the party’ is conducted to the waiting 
room onthe lower. Here they are fitted out 
with flaming shields with which to combat the 
army of subterranean shadows. ‘The shields 
consist of a candlestick holding two candles, 
with a high tin reflector at the back. The torch- 
light procession having formed in line, with its 
trousers turned up and its dresses pinned out of 
the reach of moisture, a door is opened and 
a flight of stairs leading straight down into the 
darkness appears. itis calleda flight because it 
is of the most stationary character conceivable, 
being mainly of rock, Then nature swallows 
the string of beaus,and they descend by easy 
gradations to the bowels of the earth. 

From the start to the return during the suc- 

ceeding two hours the scene is strange, gro- 
tesque, and stimulating. There are half a dozen 
large and high openings illuminated by electric 
lights. There isan enormous chasm stretching 
away into the darkness of the distance, rising up 
into the darkness overhead and sinking down 
into the darkness underneath in a most awe- 
inspiring way. It is called Pluto’s Chasm, and 
Proserpine, a statue in white, stands gaard at 
the entrance, while a snowy spectre, thirty feet 
in height, lurksin the shadow a short distance 
down, and warns all that “‘ who enters here must 
leave his good clothes behind.”.« The passages, 
by cement walks, stairways, and bridges, go up 
and down and twist and turn in all directions. 
They lead under overhanging cliffs, through 
fallen columns, and wind about large formations 
of varied and picturesque design. The changing 
panorama of uncouth apertures, black shadows, 
rugged abysses, and the constant combat be- 
tween light and dark as the electric luminance 
steals out of the large chambers into the honey- 
combed distances about, is interesting, un- 
usual, and awe-creating. The excursion- 
ists march gaping and silent through 
the tomb of the ages, now listening 
to the remarks of the guide and now 
doing their own imagining, until on6 of them 
walks into a pool of clear water, so clear as 
to be invisible, or the fat lady’s feet fly out 
from under her and she comes down with a full- 
grown dull thud which sets all the stalactites 
and stalagmites to trembling and creates an 
earthquake in China. Little diversions of this 
kind, notably the efforts of the gentleman be- 
hind you to shed all his candle grease down the 
back of your neck, while you absently set the 
dress of the lady in front of you on fire, prevent 
one from being entirely lost in thought as he in- 
spects the world of shadows. Whenever you 
climb a flight of stairs, a pair of moving stal- 
actites, or stalactites incased in black hosiery 
and terminating in muddy rubbers, become ap- 
parent. They are the property of the lady 
tourist immediately in front of you, and as they 
are private property and not intended for in- 
spection by the traveling public, you pay no at- 
tention to them beyond wondering how she can 
risk her life by walking about on such frail sup- 
ports. 


The most beautiful of the large chambers is 
the Giants’ Hall. It looks like nothing so much 
asa grand poemin stucco. The irregular ceil- 
ing seems to be paneled in irregular sheets of 
soft red-tanned deerskin, with pendent fringes. 
Itis partly divided by a projecting subterranean 
cliff, and the floor of the upper half is a few feet 
higher than the lower. Its wall tints are rare 
and beautiful. The scene in all directions 
through the rugged openings in its broken walls 
is like a moonlightin the ruins of Luxor. Dis- 
mantied walls, stretches of black shadow and 
soft light, broken columns, shattered and form- 
less idols, and stony things that mutely speak 
rise everywhere. There is something strangely 
human in the shapes that the stalagmites ‘take, 
particularly when they are but half discernible 
in the dark. Here are visitors ready to hand fer 
a whole lifetime of nightmares. So still and 
attentive and immovable are they that they 
might be an Anti-Poverty audience at the 
Academy listening to Mr. George's explanation 
of how everybody on earth is going to be worth 
just four dollars and sixty cents. And so intel- 
ligent are they that they would understand it, 
too, quite as well as the Academy of Music au- 
dience or anybody else. 

The industrious stalactite and the grateful 
stalagmite sprout here perpetually. The stalac- 
tites cover every roof, the number of depend- 
entsinevery room and passage and the lazy 
dolce far niente attitude of the stalagmites giv- 
ing the place the beehive air of some of the de- 
partments in Washington. The stalagmites are 
from half an inch to seventy feetin height. They 
take all shapes and are usually brown in color. 
These brown ones are named after a variety of 
things which they resemble quite as closely as 
they resemble a great many other things, and 
by she time that you have settled down, for in- 
stance upon Queen Victeria’s Christmas presents 
for a long row of pendent stalactites, like folded 
India shawis, you are informed that they are 
slices of breakfast bacon, and the guide holds 
his shield behind them to show you the streaks 
of carbonate fat and ferrous oxide lean. 
They look something like breakfast bacon, but 
feel more like breakfast biscuit—in Philadelphia. 
You are shown troops of Orientals coming from 
the Saracen’s Cave, a striking arrangement of 
leaf-shaped stalactites, of the shape and color of 
huge tobacco leaves depending from a canopy 
and forming a tent. There are Swiss chalets, 
Santa Clauses, Turks, a vegetable garden, a fish 
market, Madonnas without number, elephants, 
camels, and all the imaginary shapes which the 
American public educated for the work by those 
numerous advertising cards of tangled lines in- 
scribed “‘ Where is the Cat?” have been able to 
discover during the past nine years. 


Your guide is a tall, lank specimen of undis- 
coverable age named Sam Smith. He has 4a fun- 
gus growth on the lip where the mustache is 
usually worn, and his familiarity with the name, 
pecuilarities, and ancestry of every stalactite 
and stalagmite very shortly arouses the sus- 
picion in you that he was raised in the cave. 
This is correct. Mr. Smith was originally a 
stalagmite himself. He was found in human 
shape, brought to life by a plaster composed of 
dollar bills and made a guide. This is clearly 
evident to any student of cachinology from his 
jokes. There is a fallen stalactite in the cave, a 
huge, beautiful thing which lies like an immense 
white fallen tree across an abyss which, accord- 
ing to Professors Mudborer and Spygoggles, of 
the Samsmithonian Institute, both of whom 
have felt of it, has laimthere four thousand years 
and required seven,millions of years toform. It 
is but a carbonated baby in oxidized swaddling 
clothes, however, compared with the age of Mr. 
Smith’s jokes. Mr. Smith is anite familiar at 
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long range with the “Midsnmmer Night's 
Dream” as written by Francis Bacon and 
Ignatius Donnelly, and he has consequently 
drawn largely upon it for nomenclature, having . 
given Titania a large grotto for herself and 
planted Oberon and the fairies in localities 
rather cold and moist considering their light 
and airy costumes. When next heard of all 
fairyland will either be dressed in overcoats and 
waterproofs or be laid up with a variety of 
coughs, colds, and sore throats. Mr. Smith has 
discovered a camel in the rock. It is @ very 
rocky camel, as it hag neither legs nor feet.» Mr. 
Smith, upon being asked about this, says you 
have to measure it to get the feet. This is the 
proper place to laugh. He also remarks that it 
is not one of the “Campbells” that “are com- 
ing.” When he sheds this witticism a low, hol- 
low ripple of stony laughter echoes through the 
cavernous ways, the stalactites smile, the stal- 
agmites grin, the mountain shakes its sides, and 
a pendent rock drops and misses him narrowly. 
Diana’s bathroom is a beautiful little nook. 
Her bath gown is just outside, along snowy 
folded pendant hanging toa paleozoic peg in 
the ceiling. The bath is an inviting pool of crys~ 
tal, with @ wax lily or soon its surface which hag 
grown there through the dropping pollen of the 
candles. Afterthe bath gown the expectation 
of seeing Diana is but reasonable. She sits upon 
the bank beside the pool, moist from her plunge. 
The most remarkable thing avout the bathroom 
is that Roscoe Conkling is also there. The guide 
points him out and you recognize the resem- 
blanceinstantly. He isalso sitting uvon the bank, 
and strange to say is not gazing at any of the 
beautiful geological formations which are visible 
in every direction, but, on the contrary, is gazing - 
direct at Diana. Without any desire to be hyper- 
critical you instantly feel that the attention of 
the management should be called to the occur- 
rence. Diana, through all history, sacred and 
profane, has been believed to have conducted 
herself with a propriety which if antique in 
style has been deemed none the less admirable. 
The presence of Mr. Conkling in her bathroom, 
while itis nowise the result of design on his 
part, does not look well. Indeed, so much ob- 
jection has been raised, particularly by Philadel- 


phia school teachers, who are mostly named after - 


Diana, that the ablutionary guest will shortly 
be named after another American statesman 
now on his travels, who will be regarded aa 
merely holding a perfectly proper consultation 
with her with reference to gathering in the vote 
of the naturalized Ephesians in this country, 

In the deepest chasm of the cave you dis 

cover your old friend the Indian lover. He did 
not jump off, but was thrown. It appears from 
the souvenir, an illustrated poem by a young 
lady who has taken paine to get at the truth of 
the matter underneath the cloud of conflicting 
reports that Mademoiselle Wahwona was trust- 
ing and guileless and Monsieur Massenetto de- 
ceitful and untrue. All this took place far back 
in the gray dawn of time, and proves, according 
to Professor Spygoggies, that prehistoric society 
was no less afflicted with the bric-4-brac social 
complications of the divine passion than that of 
the present time. Massenetto, the commercial 
traveler of extreme yore, paid the penalty of 
his deceit by being hurled into the abyss, and 
while Wahwona now grinds maize in the happy 
hunting erounds with a perpetua! half-orphan 
strapped in an eternal wicker frame to her un- 
fading back, Massenetto’s bones protrude from 
the solidified rock, and his visible remnants are 
daily stared at by excursionists. There have 
been libraries written to prove that punishment 
follows sin as surely as the small boy. follows 
the circus wagon, but nothing in all literature is 
as eloquent as this scene. There is a visible 
tendency of late, however, to spoil the beneficent 
moral. This is clearly traceable only to ths 
troglodytic literature of Mr. H. Rider Haggard. 
Massenetto is being subjected to the further hu- 
tniliation of being transformed into “She.” All 
the late tourists insist upon it that the skeleton 
is the remnant of “She;” and as her cremation 
postdates Massenetto’s misfortune by some 
millions of years, while the chasm is quite sim- 
ilar to the one in which the lady made her last 
venture at playing with fire, the remains are 
destined henceforth to be those of “She,” and 
the guides are beginning to so describe them. 

If you wander from the party Into the dark- 
ness of some of the opening ways it becomes 
very still and strange and weird in the great 
cavern. All about you the work is still going 


on. Great walls are being taken away, massive - 


rows of columns are uprearing, foundations are 
being laid, and great excavations opened in the 
tmnighty crust of the mighty earth. Yet in all 
this busy, tireless temple of labor there is no 
sound of hammer or rush of steam. All fs 
grandly still. There is no confusion and no 
noise save now and then the faint tap of a drop 
of crystal water in a pool of black glass in the 
darkness. The same mysterious Power thatis 
moving the clouds along above the mountain 
that is over you, that is tinting the geranium 
scarlet and strengthening the bird for its flight,. 
is slowly and resistlessly working the wonders. 
all about you, and in a little time you feel very 
like a drop of water yourself, destined to fall at 


the beck of fate into the chasm of the unknown > 


when you shall have hung long enough over the 
abyss. It is not a comforting thought, and leav- 
ing the unsounded depths you return ‘to the 
party and shortly become once more a somewhat 
hungry stalagmite on a New-York newspaper, 
and are content with the ambition of the noon- 
tide meal. ‘ EJ. W.D 


THE FIREMEN IN CHICAGO., 





THE CENTRE OF ATTRACTION IN THE 


GARDEN CITY. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 7.—-There were no more 
ccnspicuous figures in the streets of Chicago 
to-day than the New-York veteran firemen... 
The morning papers devoted a good -deal of 
space to their arrival, and the afternoon pa- 
pers still more to their doings during the 
day. The hardy-looking veterans, in their 
striking drab costumes, were followed by crowds 
wherever they appeared, whether singly, in 


groups, or in the parade, aud were the recip- 
fents of enough attention to make them vain if 
they were not accustomed to it in New-York. 
The visitors were up bright and early, despite 
the fact that it was 2 o’clock when they went to 
bed, and set about enjoying the day. Most of 
them took the carriages provided for them by the 
Chicago men, and spent the morning visiting the 
parks, the stock yards and other points of inter- 
est around the city. The others went out to call 
on friends and renew old acquaintances. 
In the afternoon there was a parade, in 
which the New-Yorkers, headed by Cap- 
pa’s Band, and drawing their old engine, 
escorted by a platoon of police and 100 of the 
old Chicago veterans, marched through several 
of the business streets. Crowds lined the 


streets along the route, and at times 
the throng was so dense that the 
police had to force a way ~;for 


the little procession. Every window was 
packed, and it was estimated that at least 50,000 
people saw the parade. There was continucus 
applause from start to finish, and the New: 
Yorkers had every reason to be proud of theiz 
royal welcome. 

This evening there was a reception and con- 
cert by the visithrs at Central Music Hall 
Mayor Roche made a speech, to which President 
Anderson, of the New-York Firemen’s As 


sociation, made a happy reply. Col. 
R. M. Littler in a@ short speech al- 
luded to a recent visit to the tomh 


of Gen. Grant, and his mention of the name of 
the old commander, ‘*God bless his memory,” 
started a roar of applause which was a long 
time in subsiding. At midnight the visitors, 
still escorted by a.crowd, marched to the station 
and took their train for Omaha.

TO ORGANIZE THE SAILORS. 
Cur1caco, Sept. 7.—A movement is on foot 
to organize the sailors under an international 
organization. The Chicago Seamen’s Union 
has indorsed the scheme, and has de- 
clared in favor of the Knights of La 


bor. The idea of an international organization 
originated with the Seamen’s Coast Union of 
San Francisco, which issued a __circulas 
calling for a congress to arrange and perfec 
the details. There are over a score Oo 
sailors’ organizations in various parts of the 
world, but they do not recognize one another, 
and sailors do not hesitate to take the place of a 
man belonging to a rival organization. The 
San Francisco circular recites a long list 
of alleged grievances under which the sailors 
suffer, and recommends that laws be passed re 
stricting the powers of the gailing masters and 
Commissioners. Those unions that have.already 
signified their intention of participating in the 
proposed congress have generally expressed a 
leaning toward the Knights of Labor as the best 
medium for an international union.

A LEGISLATIVE BLACK LIST 
PROMULGATED, 

RECORDS OF MEMBERS OVERHAULED— 
NEWSPAPER BOYCOTTS-—A KICK AT 
THE GEORGE PARTY. 

RocuestTeER, Sapt. 7.—The 43 delegates ta 
the convention of the political branch of the 
State Workingmen’s Assenibly concluded their 
labors this afternoon. These consisted chiefly in 
the adoption‘of the report of the Committee on 
Record, selected to ascertain the attitude of 
members of the last Legislature on labor meas- 
ures, the passage of many resolutions on a 
multitude of subjects, and the election of officers 
for the ensuing year. Agitator George Blair ar- 
rived during the night and took a seat with the 
other friends of Gov. Hill. Florence F. Don- 





» ovan, member of the State Board of Arbitration, 


also swelled the list of gentlemen who have re- 
ceived political honors at the hands of the Gov-, 
ernor, and who showed their appreciation of his 


kindness by lending their counsels to the delib- 
erations of toil upon two occasions. 

The sheep were separated from the goats and 
the whole legislative flock was reviewed in the 


following language: 
ROCHESTER, Sept. 7, 1287. 


To the Chairman and Delegates: 

Your Committee on Record beg leave to report as 
follows: After a careful and exhaustive examina- 
tive examination of the record of the Legislature of 
1887 we have selected the following measures be- 
fore the Senate by which to judge of their friendli- 
ness: 1, Arbitration bill; 2, labor and Saturday half. 
holiday; 3. Tenement Honse bill; 4, labelling con- 
vict-made goods: 5, amerdment to the mechanics’ 
Jien law; 6, prohibiting the exaction of an obliga. 
tion from employes not to belong toa labor organ- 
ization; 7,Graham’s ten-hour bill for surface railroad 
employes, 8, State Prison bill, (anti-machinery;) 9, 
Factory Inspectors’ bill. . 

I. We decided to give special favorable mention

Delegate Cannon, of Troy, doubted the wisdom 
of giving Senator Comstock any special credit, 
claiming that he had not done all he could to 
secure the confirmation of Michael Ricard and 
James Buckbee as Railroad Commissioners, 
The convention sat upon Mr. Cannon by pes atl 
ing the report, severa! of the delegates declaring 
that it was his friendly course on labor measures 
that counted wich them. The convention could 
have done nothing else and maintained any sort 
ot a reputation for fairness. 

Resolutions covering a wide range of subjects 
were reported by w committee and adopted. 
Upon one relating to the newspapers;there was 
considerable discussion. The more prominent 
delegutes dropped heavy chunks of wisdom 
upon the heads ot a few who wanted to enter 
the business of boycotting, and the resolution 
was considerably modified before it was wg 
ed. Asreported by the committee it called for 

the condemnation of the Troy Times for employ- 
ing non-union labor, and the continued boycott 
of the New-York Tribune until it shall have 
made peace with Typographical Union No. 6 for 
retaining non-union employes, and it further 
recommended the boycott of the New-York Sun 
tor its action during the big coal strike. The de- 
bate ran thus: 

E. R. Lathrop, of Rochester—Oh, I move to 
Strike outthe Suz. That isn’t fair. 

Jobn A. Staunton, of Brooklyn—I’m an em- 
ploye of the Sun. We’re a union office from 
garretto roof. I protest against any labor or- 
—— boycotting union men such as we are 
there. 

Mr. Lathrop—We've no right to boycott the 
product of aforce of union men. Besides, those 
were editorial utterances to which exception has 
been taken, not the action of employes toward 
pmployer. This is a free country. 

Mr. Staunton—Yes, we demand free speech our- 
selves. Shall we oppose it in others ? 

John Frauly, of Buffalo—The Sun or any other 
newspaper is just as much entitled to its opin- 
ions as we are entitled to ours. If their facts 
are false that’s another thing. The courts are 
open for the aggrieved in such cases. The boy- 
cott of that paper was the crowning act of the 
farce played by a little clique of men. 


Joseph Malley, of Rochester—Let’s wipe out 


everything from our minutes relating to boy- 
dotts. 


James Connolly, of New-York—It’s the mission 
of the newspapers to criticise. The moment you 


attempt to muzzle the press your own liberties 
will disappear.

The cas boycott was stamped upon after 
this without a dissenting voice, and only that 
portion of the resolution relating to the other 
two newspapers was ratified, 

The deadly affront put upon Gov, Hill by the 
George Labor Convention at Syracuse was duly 
resented. Factory Inspector James Connolly led 
the charge against the base villitiers of the Em- 

ire State's Chief Executive. The former said 

e had no doubt the attack upon the Governor 
was aimed at himself as well, because he had re- 
fused to appoint some applicant to the office of 
Assissant Factory Inspector. He rehearsed 
some of the woes of an office holder in dealing 
with office-loving mankind. His audience read- 
ily inferred that a factory inspector can no 
more satisfy everybody than a President of the 
United States. “Tut.” said he, indignantly, 
“if Thad all the positions to give which were 
wanted by the men who are now denouncing 
me the labor organizations would be in full pos- 
session of the whole State Government. There 
wouldn’t be room for anybody else.” He de- 
clared that all of the men appointed by him as 
assistants were Knights of Labor or well known 
labor men, and the Governor had not dictated 
one of them. He said that he had been re- 
quested to appoint men who keep liauor saloons, 
but that was something too degrading for him 
as a representative of labor to do. Mr. Connolly, 
without mentioning Senator Fassett’s name, in- 
dicated that the friend whom the Senator want- 
ed appointed an assistant was a saloon keeper. 

The resolutions of resentment as originally 
introduced spoke of the George convention as 
“a clique of disgruntled political mountebanks. 
The committee softened this language, and the 
resolutions as adopted ran thus, the preamble as 
printed in these columns to-day remaining un- 
changed: 

Resolved, That the resolution by the United La- 
bor Convention at Syracuse proclaiming the abuse 
of political power by the Governor in having fac- 
tory inspectors, arbitrators, and staticians to do 
his political bidding is untrue and not calculated to 
serve the best interest of organized labor. 

Resolved, That we have the utmost confidence in 
the ptate Board of Arbitrators, the \factory in- 
spectors, and the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The resolution of Mr. Frauly, that in future 
no man holding a State or Federal office should 
be selected for any office in the organization, 
was rejected by a vote of 11 to 27. Mr. Frauly 
said it was intended to remove from the minds 
of the uninformed the impression that those 
members who had received public office were 
doing political work in return. That impression 
was conveyed by the resolution of the George 
convention. The resolution itself had been in- 
troduced at that convention by Prof. Spencer, an 
intimate friend of Alian Thorndyke Rice and 
Thomas C. Platt. : 

Some of the resolutions were directed to the 
Legislature. They demanded the establishment 
of a State printing bureau, a limit to 12 per 
cert. of ‘pawnbrokers’ rates of interest, the 
licensing of engineers by a State board, liberal 
appropriations for lengthening the locks and 
otherwise improving the canals, the establish- 
ment of the English system of voting by secret 
ballot, the abolition of store orders for payment 
of wages and the substitution therefor of cold 






















































cash, the taxation of mortgages;  requir- 
ing the use of dry or powdered resin 
in the soldering of tin cans used for 


foods, so as to prevent poisoning; the establish- 
ment of a commission in cities of upward of 
50,000 inhabitants to regulate rents, to prevent 
the overcrowding of tenement houses, and other- 
wise improve the condition of the masses; abol- 
ishing the performance of public work by con- 
tracts; prohibititing the discrimination against 
canal shippers by the railroads; reducing and 
regulating the excessive charges of the grain 
elevators of Buffalo, New-York, and Brooklyn; 
requiring all prison-made goods to be stamped, 
and compelling ethployers to meet employes 
with grievances before the State Board of Arbi- 


board. 

Recommendations were adopted that in all 
charter ejections throughout the State the polls 
be required by law to be kept open from sunrise 
till sunset; that none but union labor be em- 
ployed on the printing contract about to be 
given out by the State; that the McMillan-Mc- 
Cann State Printing bill be pressed next Winter, 
(a delegate questioned the sincerity ot the Sena- 
tor, accusing him of stabbing the bill in secret, 
although ogtensibly in its favorin public;) that 
none but boots and shoes, the product of union 
labor, be worn by members, their wives, sweet- 
hearts, cousins, aunts, and children; that the 
product of the Canandaigua brewery be boycotl- 
ted. because the company§gkicks against organ- 
izsd labor on its premises. 

The convention finally agreed to adopt the 
suggestion of Frauly that prison convicts be 
put to work on making jute bags, the same in- 
dustry on which the California convicts are 
ewployed. This suggestion will be embodied in 
a hill to be submitted to the next Legislature. 

The Committee on Legislation reported the 
following measures, the passage of which will 
be urged next Winter. Candidates will be re- 
quested to say whether they will support these 
measures if elected. If they decline they will 
be blacklisted: 1. State Bureau of Printing 
bill. 2 Amendment to the laws relating to 
street car employes, 80 as to cover the whole 
State and reduce the hours of labor to ten; also, 
an amenament to the ten-hour law of last Win- 
ter so it can be enforced. 3. A general law 
licensing engineers. 4. Assemblyman Collins’s 
bill relating to Pinkerton’s detectives. 5. A 
weekly payment of wages bill. 6. A bill to 
provide employment fur convicts in the jute 
bag industry. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


DOCKSTADER’S. 

Mr. Dockstader’s second season in New- 
York seemed to have an auspicious beginning 
last night. Negro minstrelsy is still popular, 
and the entertainment given at the cozy little 
hotse on Broadway has many of the features 
of old-time miustrelsy at its best. The music is 
very good. Mr. Reiger, the tenor, sings his 
ballads with more art and in better taste 
than is common in such performances, and 
Mr. Frillman, the basso, (who used to be with 
Birch and Backus,) has a sonorous voice, which 
he uses well. Mr. José’s singular alto voice is 
admired, and the part singing is pleasing, while 
Mr. Mullaly’s skiliasa director makes the in- 
strumentai music unusually effective. The 


sentimental selections last evening were 
all well received, especially Reiger’s solo, 
“Thine Eyes So True and Tender’ and 
Frillman’s rendering, with the quintet, of Carlo 
Pinsuti’s familiar setting of Longfellow’s verses, 
‘The Arrow and the Song,” elaborated by Mull- 
aly. The comic portion of Part L, however, ex- 
cepting a dialect song, with some bits of Croll 
mimicry, by Mr. Carl Rankin, the new 
“bones,” was tiresome. Mr. Dockstader’s 
stock of humor was ajl expended in a 
controversy with the interlocutor apout 
the prouuneiation of “depét,” which More- 
land said should by ‘“day-po,” while Dockstader 
favored “Depew.” He made a tasteless and 
pointless joke about Gen. Sherman, who sat in a 
box at his elbow, which seemed to stagger the 
old soldier a little, and the rest was drivel. A 
sketch called ‘The Pneumatic Railway” 
brought the first part to a brisk and grotesque 
finish, and Mr. French afterward picked 
at his banjo with capital results. A 
gymnastic interlude by Perry, asmall man, and 
Magrew,a tall one, was the comic hit of the 
night. The afterpiece, “The Fall of New Baby- 
lon,” is better than most sketches of its kind, 
and when it is made shorter will be amusing 
enough. The stage setting was retty, 
and everybody on the stage seemed anx- 
ious to please. There is no reason, though, 
why Dockstader, with the material in his con- 
trol, should not make Part I, of his entertain- 
ment, which is all two-thirds of the people who 
go to the minstrels care for, thoroughly bright 
and entertaining. Better go back to the old 
jokes and conundrums than bore people with 
such stupid stuff as the “chaste Shakesperean 
quips and retorts” of last night.

WESTERN ROADS FORCED TO STOP RATE 
CUTTING BY HEAVY LOSSES. 

CHIcaGo, Sept. 7.—The Kansas City 
passenger rate war will be of but short duration. 
Ata meeting of the General Managers of the 
Western roads to-day it was agreed that at 11 
P. M., Sept, 18, the former rates should_be re- 
stored by all limes. The reason rates are not tobe 
restored before is that the inter-State commerce 


law compels the roads to give 10 days’ notice 
of anadvance. Until that time, therefore, the 
present low rates will remain in effect, and the 
public will no doubt take full advantage of the 
opportunity to travel cheaply between Chicago 
and the Missouri River. 

_ Before coming to an agreement_the managers 
indulged in a lively and animated discussion, and 
had it not been for the fact that none of the 
roads were desirous of doing business at 
the low rates inaugurated by the Wabash at the 
start, and their fear that, if continued, the 
rates to St. Louis and all points west of 
the Mississippi would become still more 
seriously demoralized, an understanding 
would not have been reached, The Aiton peo- 
ple felt sorely aggrieved on account of the 
course pursued by their competitors, and did 
not think the mistake made by a subordi- 
nate official in their passenger department 
was sufficient canso for beginning a passenger 
rate war. They said they would use this matter 
as a precedent, and if they found any of their 
competitors violating the agreement hereafter 
they would not deal as leniently with them as 
heretofore. 

The Wabash and other competitors of the Al- 
ton declared their readiness to restore rates, 
provided the causes which brought on 
the war were removed. It was then 
agreed that the tickets purchased by» the 
Wabash and Burlington for the purpose of 
testing the rates be redeemed at full tariff 
rates, and the Alton also agreed to redeem 
all irregular harvest excursion tickets now in 
the hands of scalpers or outsiders. In order to 
secure uniformity of action on the part of 
the roads during the 10 days’ the 
low rate will be in eftect an 
agreement was made between all the lines in 
the Western States Passenger Asssciation, in- 
cluding the Wabash Railway, under which the 
following rates and rules are to be in effect until 
11 P. M. Sept. 18, 1887:

WORK OF THE TORNADO. 


NorwicuH, N. Y., Sept. 
passed over the valley a few miles north of here 
this afternoon. Its track was abotta mile 
wide. Many apple trees were blown down and 
numerous hop flelds were devastated. One“house 
was carried bodily into the street and several 
barns were overturned. One house was un- 
roofed and many chimneys were blown down, 


During the storm a large barn in North Norwich 
belonging to Isaac Perlee was struck by light- 
ning and consumed, withits contents. A barn at 
Sherburne owned by Mr. Smith was also struck 
by lightning and burned. Several hop pickers 
narrowly escaped injury. The gale was the 
most severe which has occurred in this county 
for several years. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 7.—The tornado 
which visited this section originatedin Southern 
Michigan. It first struck Sylvania, a village 10 
miles north of here, blowing down two gas well 
derricks and wrenching a boiler from its brick 
toundation. Three horses in a wooded pasture 
were killed by falling trees. All tall trees were 
leveled, but the lower ones were spared. One 
farmer had 50 acres of fine timber all blown 
down. A brick schoolhouse at Michie “was de- 
stroyed. 

The track of the tornado was south b 
from here along the line of the Toledo and Ohio 
Central Road. The track of the storm can be 
followed as far as the eye can reach. Itis from 
100 to 200 yards wide. No fences or tall trees 
are standing in this track. Corn is scattered 
and houses and barns are unroofed for miles. 
At Waterville and other villages to the south- 
ward much damage was done, and the total dam- 
age willamount to many thousands of dollars. 
No loss of life is ey apg but many narrow es- 
capes are narrated. The rumor that the new 
insane asylum was destroyed is false. The slate 
roofs of anumber of the buildings were badly 
damaged and the towering chimneys of the main 
building were blown down, crushing the roof in. 
The total loss to the asylum is $8,000. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 7.—Last night’s 
storm was exceptionally severe, and reports of 
great damage by water and lightning comein 
from all parts of Northern Ohio. The thunder- 
bolt was exceedingly active and vicious. The 
number of buildings struck and fired by light- 
ning is unparalleled for the same length of time 
and in the country district. The houses and 
barns thus struck were generally burned down. 
Within a radius of three miles from the town of 
Chardon six houses were destroyed in that way. 
The wind was also violent, but its force 
was exaggerated in first reports. In this city 
the lightning splintered a flagstaff on the Society 
for Savings Bank and then jumped into the 
electric lighting station in the rear, wrecking a 
large armature, knocking the engineer down, 
and extinguishing two circuits of lights. The 
jarring of the heavy thunder or some freak of 
the lightning also put out the gas in a consid- 
erable district, not only in the street lamps, but 
in houses, and the police in one precinct were 
busy foratime waking up sleepers to prevent 
their suffocation by escaping gas.

The 
firm owes the Connecticut Western for transporta- 
tion of coal along its line from Rhinebeck to Hart- 
ford. The property attached will offset the indebt- 
edness, The papers were served in most cases be- 
fore the failure was known. Mr. Hogeboom has 
done considerable business in this section.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
The Rey. John Alabaster, D. D., died at Canan- 
daigua, N. Y., yesterday. He was a leading divine 


of the Methodist Church and Pastor of a Chicago 
church, having previously been at Elmira, Cort- 
land, Auburn, andin several Western cities. He 
preached the sermon at the funeral of the Hon. John 
A. Logan, and in his lifetime prepared sermons upon 
many of the distinguished men of the country. 


Ex-Gov. William Aiken died yesterday at his 
country place at Flat Rock, N. C., aged 81. He was 


Governor of South Carolina in 1844 and a Congress. 
man from 1851 to 1857. He was at one time the 
largest slave holder in thé State and was a success. 
ful rice planter. He consistently opposed nullifica 
tion and secession and took no part in politics after 
leaving Congress. He was also one of the first ap- 
pointed Trustees of the Peabody Fund. 


William Daniell, who died on Sunday at his 
residence, the Laurels, in Warminster, County of 


Wiltshire, England, was the eldest brother of Mr. 
John Daniell, of this city. Mr. Daniell was born 68 
years ago at the Laurels, the old homestead, which 
en been in the family ever since the time of Henry 
VIII. Mr. John Daniell mentioned as a somewhat 
notable coincidence that he received the news by 
cable of his brother’s death on the same day—Sept. 
6—on which he last bade him farewell in the Eng- 
lish homestead 45 years ago. 


William H. Le Count, who died on Tuesday at 
his residence in New-Rochelle of apoplexy, was the

CUT RATES TO THE WEST. 
THEY ALREADY CAUSE SOME INCREASE 
IN TRAVEL. 

The cut rate between Chicago and Kansas 
City, of which the trunk lines have as yet taken 
no formal notice, is beginning to have its effect 
upon local travel. Yesterday the scalpers’ offices 
did a very good business, the saving of $5 to $10 
on the trip West proving an inducement which 
intending travelers are not slow to appreciate. 
The general opinion on the Street was that the 
trunk lines would not take advantage of the cut 
until the first of next month, and in the mean- 
time the scalpers will reap a rich harvest on all 
business west of Ohicago. 

* The cut will, without a doubt, extend to the 
Northwest,” said G. G. Lansing, the Broadway 


ticket broker, yesterday, ‘and the indications 
are that a reduction of rate may also be looked 
for from St. Louis, as the low rate from Chicago 
has driven business in that direction. {[t looks 
as though the Wabash would cut the rate 
shortly. I know that telegrams have already 
passed between here and St. Louis in reference 
to the matter. <A dispatch which I just received 
says that the lines between Chicago and Mis- 
souri have also extended the cut to St. Joo, 
Atchison, and Leavenworth. 

‘** A cut of this character is widely felt. Iteven 
affects through business to the Pacific coast by 
way of New-Orleans, which line will have to 
either meet the cut or lose busmess. No, busi- 
ness has not improved as much as would be ex- 
pected. A good many people are waiting for a 
still lower rate. There is a good deal of ‘ shop- 
ping’ for tickets—by that I mean people are 
going round from office to office making in- 
Coad and finding out where they can do best. 

he fact is generally known that under the new 
law a road cannot raise rates again until 10 days 
after notice has been given, and people know 
that for that length of time the present low rate 
will be available. 

“‘T don’t know why it should be so. but there 
always seems to be some reason for demoraliza- 
tion of rates about this time of the year, when 
the East is fullof Western people who have 
been spending the Summer at the watering 
places and are onthe point of returning home. 
Their travel will, practically, all be done within 
the next 15 days and the Western people will 
all save the money represented in the cut rate.” 

An official in the Trink Line Commission said 
that the committee had not taken any action re- 
garding the cut. They might hold a meeting 
on Friday, but, if they did not, they would 
hardly do so the coming week, as many of the 
members of the committee would attend the 
ineeting to be held next week in St. Pani.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO FALLING. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept, 7.—Baltimore and 
Ohio stock took the biggest tumble to-day thatit 
has ever known. It dropped to 125. Last Sat- 
urday it was held tenaciously at 150 on the last 
call. Yesterday it touched 1391,, and after the 
call there were numerous offerings at 140, with 


no sales. This morning 10 shares went off at 
125, and one lot of 110 and another oft 75 shares 
folluwed atthe same figures. The panic of the 
small holders has frightened some of the large 
holders, and the result was as predicted in this 
correspondence yesterday. The impression is 
becoming general that the next semi-annual 
dividend will be passed. This rests upon no 
other foundation than the supposition that as 
the road was pressed for money to meet the de- 
mands upon it upto the timeof the negotia- 
tion of the $10,000,000 loan last week, there 
is no money in hand which can 
be legitimately devoted to tho payment of a 
dividefd on stock, This, added to the recent 
developments in regard to the condition of the 
pose has rendered the timorous anxious to sell 
out. 

A representative of one of the largest hold- 
ings said to-day that even if one or two divi- 
dends were passed he would not feel worried 
about the matter or advise that the stock 
owned by his principals be sold. Should this 
occur, however, and the city receive no benefit 
from its investment in the road, the city taxes 
will have to be increased several cents on the 
$100 next year, and Johns Hopkins University 
will experience a serious shrinkage in its in- 
come. 


AGREED ON A NEW RATE SCHEME. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—The General Managers 
of the various roads interested in the Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Dakota freight traffic to- 
day adopted the proposed agreement to govern 
the traffic of the Northwestern lines which was 


submitted by Chairman Faithorn, after making 
some unimportant changes. The agreement 
is to take effect Sept. 15, and is sub- 
ject to 90 days’ notice of withdrawal. In 
a general way it provides that the rates on all 
traffic to and from Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Dakota east of the Missouri River shall be 
placed on record in the office of the Chairman, 
and certain rules are provided under which 
changes areto be made. Under the old agree- 
ment the Chairman could not control local rates, 
and consequently complications continually 
arose regarding the maintenance of rates to and 
from competitive points. The new arrange- 
ment, itis believed, will obviate further trouble 
in that respect. The principal object sought by 
the railroads in making the new agreement is to 
secure on the part of alla full mileage and the 
rates of the other roads, thereby preventing 
misunderstandings of the situation actually 
prevalling regarding rates at any point or upon 
any class of trattic. 


NEW COAL ROUTE. 
New-Brunswick, N. J., Sept. 7.—The an- 
noupcemert is made to-day in this city that 
Bound Brook is to be connected by railroad with 
South Amboy, and that todo so was the object 
of the company recently formed in this county. 


The new road will connect with the Reading at 
Bound Brook, and it is started mainly for the 
purpose of carrying coal from that road to South 
Amboy. thus avoiding the route to Elizabeth- 
port. Incidentally the road will develop the 
clay industries near Sayreville, It will also join 
with the Pennsylvania for coal traftic. 
ed 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The business portion of Newburg, Ontario, was 
destroyed by fire yesterday, the establishments of 
the ellowing persons having been burned: John- 
ston, dry goods; Grange, drugs; Davy, shoes; Lan- 
tear, harness; Welbank, tinware; Caton, drugs; 
Rook, watchmaker; Wells, harness; Hooper & 
Paul, general store; Eakins, cabinet factory, and 
Burdett, carriage factory. The Nepanee, Tamworth 
and Quebec Railway station and freight sheds were 
also burned, together with the Mechanics’ Institute, 
the contents of Rathbun’s lumber yard, and 30 resi- 
dences, including those of Messrs. Davy and Caton. 
John Wells was so seriously burned that he will 
probably die. J 


At1:30 o’clock yesterday morning fire was 
discovered on the roof of the engine house of the 
Niagara Preserving Company’s _ establishment, 
Lockport, N. Y.,of which Cook & Gebbie are pro- 
prietors, and in lessthan a hour the engine room 
and tin shop of the concern were completely gutted. 
The lossis estimated at $4,000, fully covered by 
insurance. The greater part of the canned goods 
of the firm were stored in a part of the building 
not reached by the fire. 


H. A. Burney’s coal yard at Milford, Mass., 
and its contents were destroyed by fire Tuesday 
night, involving a loss of from $15,000 to $20,000, 
on which the insurance amounts to $6,500. The 

roperty destroyed included the office building, the 
Boiter and hay houses, 150 feet of woodshed, 200 
feet of coalshed, and 2,000 tons of coal. The fire 
probably originated in the boiler house. The water 
supply was not sufficient to stay the progress of the 
fire. 














A fire broke out at Rawson, a town of abouta 
thousand inhabitants northeast of Lima, Ohio, on 
Tuesday, and 35 houses, with a grain elevator anda 
number of stables, were destroyed. The Lake Erie 
and Western Railroad track was burned so that 
transportation was delayed. “it is impossible to give 
the loss, but it is estimated at $75,000, All the 
towy south of the railroad was destroyed. 

A fire yesterday morning badly damaged the 
two upper stories of the Erie Preserving Company’s 
factory, on Ohio-street, Buffalo. About 250 girls 
were employed in the building, but all made their 
escape uninjured. The loss, which will probably not 
exceed $10,000, is covered by insurance.

IMMIGRANT AGENTS MAKE A 
STRING OF CHARGHS. 
THEIR REAL OBJECT BELIEVED TO BE 

TO GET EVEN WITH THE EMIGRA- 


TION COMMISSIONERS. 

James C. Savery & Co. have filed a long 
complaint with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission against the railroad pool in CastleGarden. 
One of the specifications says that since April 
last railroads in the pool have exacted $13 for the 
earriage of each adultimmigrant from this city 
to Chicago, anda proportionate sum for each 
earried a less distance. Beyond Chicago the 
charge has been increased according to the local 
second class rate of the railroads running be- 
yond that point. 

The accommodations furnishefi are so poor, 
gays the complaint, as to make these rates un- 
just and unreasonable, and sometimes 60 hours 
have been occupied in making the run from here 


to Chieago. There are between 200,000 and 
800,000 immigrants carried annually between 
the two cities,:and a lower rate would be profit- 
able. The present charges are declared largely 
in excess of the rates heretofore charged. From 
July 22,1881, to July 28, 1881, the fare was 
but $9; from July 28, 1881, to Feb. 15, 
1882, the fare was $7; .from Feb. 15,

the Pennsylvania Railroad Company carried 
nearly all the immigrants landed at New-York to 
Chicago, Cincinnati, or Sp. Louis for $1, and to 
points east of Chicago at the same rate, and to 
noints west of Chicago at proportionate rates. 
‘rom Jan. 15, 1886, to June 1, 1886, by a com- 
pact to which all the railroad companies except 
the New-York, Ontario and Western and the 
Baltimore and Ohio were parties, the fare froin 
New-York to Chicago was $7. On June 1, 
1886, the companies inade the pool which has 
deen in existence since, and which is declared 
invalid under the act of Congress regulating 
commerce. ; 

A second specification alleges ‘that since 








“April 1, 1887, the railroad companies have ex- 


acted from each immigrant carried from New- 
York to Chicago, whose baggage weighed more 
than 100 ponnds, compensation for extra bag- 
gage at the rate of $2 60 per 100 pounds for the 
excess over 100 pounds, which is: unreasonable 
and unjust because it is greater than the charge 
made by the same carriers for the carriage of 
extra baggage for tirst class passengers, which 
is carried on express passenger trains at the rate 
of $240 per 100 pounds.” It is charged that 
the pool, which includes the New-York Central, 
the West Shore, the Ontario and Western, the 
Erie, the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
the Pennsylvania, and the Baltimore and Ohio, 
has violated section 3 of the act to regulate 
commerce by dividing between them that vor- 
tion of the aggregate earnings of the companies 
derived from the carriage. of immigrants and 
their baggage. A compact made since April 


. last,and which nas been in operation since June, 


exists to divide among the companies the busi- 
ness of carrying the immigrants and their bag- 
gagein this ratio: New-York Central and Erie, 
17 per cent.; Pennsylvania, 15 per cent.; West 
Shore, Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, and 
the Baltimore and Ohio, 13 per cent.; Ontario 
and Western, 12 per cent. 

The evil of this system is declared to lie in the 
fact that the division is arbitrarily made, with- 
out allowing the immigrants or their friends any 
choice of routes. So it often happens that 
friends and even families are separated without 
their consent and against their wishes, some 
being compelled to go to their destination by 
one route and some by another. 

It is charged that the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration have given to the pool-line agents the 
exclusive right to sell railroad tickets to immi- 
grants at Castle Garden. One of the crying 
evils, it is alleged,is that many of the imm!- 
grants are carried out of their way and made to 
pay much more for theirtransportation than the 
same would cost if they were free to choose 
theirown routes and to buy their tickets else- 
where than at Castle Garden. 

In conclusion Savery & Co., who represent the 
American Emigrant Company, complain that 
the railroad companies have refused to sell to 
the petitioners immigrant tickets for any pur- 
pose whatever, and have caused the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration to exclude the petition- 
ers, their agents, and interpreters from Castle 
Garden. Savery & Co. say they are embarrassed, 
annoyed, and preventea from discharging the 
duties and obligations which they have assumed 
toward many of their principals and depositors, 
by reason whereof their business standing and 
reputation are impaired and their credit is 
injured. 

There is an impression that Savery & Co. have 
adopted this course to get revenge on the Emi- 
gration Commissioners for excluding the firm’s 
agents from the Garden because they represent- 
ed, it was alleged, a banking institution organ- 
ized to swindle immigrants. Commissioners 
Stephenson and Starr, when seen at Castle Gar- 
den yesterday, disclaimed ali knowledge of the 
complaint until the reporter called their atten- 
tion to its main points. 

“It’s a good thing that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission has been asked to investi- 
gate the railroad pool,” said Commissioner 
Stephenson in his usual positive style. **We 
cau’t manage these railroads, but Congress can. 
We can no more regulate the tariff of the rail- 
roads than we can the ocean steamship rates. 
Congress should prohibit the railroads from 
offering the steamship companies commissions 
for inland business. The best point in the 
complaint is that bringing out the discrimina- 
tion against American travelers. The railroads 
sell for $13 to recently arrived immigrants 
tickets entitling the holders to transportation by 
rail to Chicago, but refuse to sell the same grade 
of tickets for the same trains to any other per- 
son. All persons other than recently arrived 
immigrants, though carried in the same cars 
from this city to Chicago, are compelled to pay 
$17, the price of a second-class ticket. 

“The statement that families and friends who 
arrive here are often separated by the pool is 
unwarranted. Every effort is made to protect 
the strangers, and if they become separated it is 
owing to their own ignorance. A large percent- 
age of the immigrants are ticketed on the other 
side because the railroad compamies pay big 
commissions to the steamship companies. It 
would be the; height of folly to go back to the 
old days when runners were allowed on the 
premises and robberies were common events.”

Bacon 
was elected to the Assembly, and puts a damper 
to that gentleman’s hope of a renomination this 
year. 

The winning faction, that led by W. H. Beard 
and Cel. James N. Smith, feels confident that it 
will not only send its delegates to the State Con- 
vention at to-night’s Assembly district elections, 
but that it will control the October primaries 
and the Assembly nominating convention.

The latter 
assert that they never get a show at the prima- 
ries, and that Dutcher’s ward, the Twenty-sec- 
ond, gobbles up everything.

THE THISTLE IN MOTION, 












































































SHE CRUISES ABOUT THE BAY, BUT 
HIDES HER POWERS CAREFULLY. 

The Thistle was lying at anchor in the 
Horseshoe yesterday morning. , Commodore 
Clark, of the Royal Clyde Yacht Club, and the 
friends who came with him to this country, had 
spent the night at Long Branch. They arrived 
at Sandy Hook about 9 o’clock, and soon after- 
ward the Thistle’s trysail was set, while her 
mainsail remained furled. A smal! yard topsail 
was set above the trysail, and her foresail and 
jib were also hoisted. The wind was blowing 
priskly from west-southwest when the Thistle 


got under way at 10 o’clock. She stood toward 
the ocean tillshe was off the point of the Hook, 
and then hauled up onthe wind and made for 
the Southwest Spit. She rounded it swiftly, 
going through the wateras cleanly as a knife, 
and then came up the Bay. She went alongside 
the Scotch steam yacht Mohican at Bay Ridge 
and transfetred her passengers, who subse- 
quently went ashore and took atrip to Coney 
Island. 

After backing and filling in the neighborhood 
of Bay Ridge for nearly two hours the Thistle 
started down the Bay again, and went to the 
Horseshoe, where she anchored. She was to 
remain there over night, and did not cruise out- 
side to meet the City of Rome. Capt. Barr's son 
Johnny, who is “the midshipmite and the bosun 
tight and the crew of the Captain's gig” aboard 
the little Boston cutter Shona, arrived from the 
City of Culture on Tuesday, and sailed the 
Thistle to Sandy Hook when she went down that 
day. Johnny is as handsome a little sailor laa 
of 15 or 16 as ever set foot on a reyal yard or 
spun a twister in the fo’k’sle. ‘ 

The Thistle is to take in About two tons of in- 
side ballast to-day. This is merely experi- 
mental, and the stuff may, after a trial, be 
dumped back on the Corinthian wharf at Tomp- 
kinsville. Capt. Barr's sailing the Thistle under 
her topsailis accepted by some persons as indi- 
cating that he is afraid to let any one see how 
fast shecan go. “Anyone” means chiefly Gen. 
Paine. This may or may not be absurd. It is 
just as likely that Capt. Barr does not care 
about stretching his racing mainsail any more 
than is necessary. 

The Atlantic took a little run outside the 
Hook yesterday and then sailed back to her 
anchorage at Bay Ridge. Ex-Commodore 
Latham A. Fish, to whom much of her recent 
success is due, said yesterday to THE TIMES'S 
yachtsman that he thought the Atlantic would 
go better with about three tons more lead in 
her keel. She might be made to beat the Puri- 
tan. Mr. Fish said he did not think the At- 
lantic would start in the trial races, because 
the Grayling’s crew would be away, and hence 
not able to assist in handling her. He said 
he considered the Volunteer a great boat and 
believed that the cup was perfectly safe. In 
yachting matters Commodore Fish’s judgment is 
second to none. 

The Mayflower’ took a short cruise outside 
yesterday to stretch her new mainsail. She 
passed the Narrows bouna in at 3:30 P. M. 
under mainsail, jib, and forestaysail. She was 
going fast, and the new mainsail set lige the 
kalsomine on a wall. 

The Volunteer lay at anchor yesterday and 
was inspected by many yachtsmen. What the 
Bay Ridge wiseacres did not know about her 
before night would not have covered a postaxe 
stamp. It is believed that some of them actually 
dived under her, for they learned that her bot- 
tom needed scraping. She will go on the dry 
dock of Downing & Lawrence, at the foot ot Court- 
street, Brooklyn, to-morrow. This precludes 
the possibility of her entering the proposed 
race for a thousand-dollar cup at Larchmont on 
Saturday, and as the Atlantic will not be ready 
to enter, the race will probably not take place. 
Mr. Willard, Chairman of the Regatta Commit- 
tee of the Lurchmont Yacht Club, said last week 
that he might have to postpone the race till 
Sept. 17. If it takes place at all it will come off 
at the latter time. 

“J. 8. B.”"—No increase of sail has been made 
on the Volunteer since the cruise of the New- 
York Yacht Club.

REAPPOINTED. 





MAYOR HEWITT SAYS HE CAN FIND NO 
BETTER MAN TO CLEAN THE STREETS. 
Mayor Hewitt yesterday reappointed 

Street-Cleaning Commissioner James 8. Cole- 

man for a term of six years from June 10 last. 

The appointment is subject to the confirmation 

of the Board of Health. In case the board does 

not confirm after three ballots, the affirmative 
vote of two members will be sutticient to con- 
firm. In his letter to Mr. Coleman the Mayor 
first excuses himself for his failure to make the 
appointment at an earlier date. He refers to 


allegations made before the Senate investigating 
committee against Mr. Coleman, and says that 
he finds them ‘‘not proven.” He thus continues: 


“The first condition for clean streetsis good pave- 
ments. Your difficulties, therefore, instead of dimin- 
ishing have been increased by the neglectof thecity 
authorities to keep the pavements in proper condi- 
tion. Inthe next place the streets are incumbered 
with trucks and vehicles,which prevent the machines 
from doing their work properly and the men from 
clearing away the accumulation of filth, for which 
these obstructions afford a convenient opportunity. 
Only those who have made a careful examination 
can form any opinion of the extent to which the 
streets have been blockaded by the unlawful stor- 
age of trucks and carts.” 

One of the most serious obstructions, however, 
the Mayor says, comes fromthe corporations, 
steam heating and others, who are constantly 
tearing up the streets. He also notes the action 
of builders who allow accumulated dirt to lie in 
thestreets. He accuses the Public Works Depart- 
ment, or the “Street Department,” as he calls 
it, of not adequately inspecting the work of 
these builders. Reference is also made to the 
action of the street railway companies in sand- 
ing the car tracks. In conclusion the Mayor says: 

“*T am sorry to say that I have been able to effect 
no real reform in reference to tearing up the streets, 
and not much as to their occupation by builders. 
This branch of the subject will receive close atten- 
tion hereafter, and I trust will be put in a more gat- 
isfactory shape than now exists. In view of the 
difficulties which you have had to meefiI think that 
the public will come to the same conclusion as I 
have reached—that you have been remarkably ener- 
getic and successful in the work confided to you, 
and that it would be exceedingly difficult to 
tind any man who could accomplish better re- 
sults than you have achieved during your 
term of office. In my intercourse with you I have 
found you to be earnest, attentive, diligent, and in- 
telligent. I believe that you are more anxious to 
reuder efficient service and make a good reputation 
than you are to get the salary which the law awards 
to you. I have, therefore, concluded that vou are 
the fittest man to hold the position which you oc- 
cupy, and I therefore antionnce to you that after 
the most careful deliberation and patient examina. 
tion, I think you have earned the reappointment 
which I gladly make as due to your devotion to the 
public service.”

WHY ROBERT JAMES RUTH COMMITTED 
SUICIDE.

well known dealer in fertilizers, of this city, but 
gave no varticulars, Mr. Ruth, it appears, went 
from here to Baltimore two weeks ago, and 
stopped at the residence of Mrs. L. A. Cinna- 
mond, 504 North Carey-street, where he made 
hishome auring his frequent visits to Balti- 


more. He seemed to be in very good 
spirits at first, but four or tive davs 
ago he became morose and _ apparently 


greatly depressed. After breakfast last 
Tuesday morning he retired to his room and did 
not reappear. After waiting until 4 o’clock for 
him to come to dinner, Mrs. Cinnamond went to 
his room and knocked severa) times on the door, 
Receiving no response, she became suspicious 
and pushed open the door, which was unlocked. 
Mr, Ruth was lying on the bed fully dressed 


and evidently lifeless. Ons a chair near 
by were two empty laudanum vials, 
There were also. stains of the fiuia 


on his mouth and on thé pillow. The body was 
quite cold, and a physician who was called in 
said that death must have occurred nearly three 
hours before. 

An examination of the room by the police and 
the Coroner resulted in the discovery of a tin 
box, about 14 by 10 inchesin size, upon whieh 
was @ piece of paper bearing the inscription: 
‘“Doliver this box to my sister, Miss Mary BE, 
Ruth, 303 West. Hoffman-street.” On another 
scrap of paper was written: ‘ This box and its 
contents are the property of Miss Mary Kk. 
Ruth, 303 West Hoffman-street.” The box 
was locked, but the key was tied 
with a piece of string to the handle. 
Inside the box were found a number of envel- 
opes and small packages addressed to his father, 
his brother, Thomas De C. Ruth, Jr., and to his 
sister, Mary E. Ruth. In one envelope directed 
to the latter was a roll of money. On the 6n- 
velope was written: ‘Don’t have any flowers 
at my funeral, and let there be no unneceasary 
expense. The money inclosed will pay my funer- 
al expenses, the remainder goes to my sister, 
Mary E. Rath.” Another package contained his 
watch, jewelry, cuff bAttons, and collar button. 
When Thomas De C) Ruth and bis sister saw 
these letters they became fully convinced that 
their brother had “committed suicide, though 
there were no letters indicating any reason for 
the act. 

Thomas DeC. Ruth, who is also a dealer in 
fertilizers in Baltimore, was very reticent about 
the life history of the deceased, but information 
was gleaned from business acquaintances in 
this city yesterday which may throw some light 
on the case. KR. J. Ruth was born in ueen 
Anne’s County, but spent his manhood in Balti- 
more. He was formerly a partnerin the ferti- 
lizer firm of R. W. L. Rasin & Co., of Baltimore, 
and had charge of an extensive branch of the 
firm in Atlanta, Ga. The disastrous Lawton 
failure, however, caused Rasin & Co. to go 
under also, with liabilities to the extent of 
a million and three-quarters and comparatively 
no assets. Mr. Ruth was completely ruined, 
but he contrived to raise a little money among 
his friends and established the R. J. Ruth 
Fertilizing Company, at 88 Wall-street. His 
business, however, was very small and chiefly 
retail. In fact, he barely made a living, and 
sometimes noteven that. At times he became 
very despondent, but he invariably assumed a 
cheerful tone and appearance when speaking of 
his affairs to his friends, This hopeless struggle 
to get on a business footing once more is consid- 
ered to be the prime cause that led to his com- 
mitting suicide. The remains have been taken 
in charge by the brother and sister and will be 
interred at Baltimore. 





SHARP GETS A DELAY. 





HJS BILL OF EXCEPTIONS TO BE TRIED 
ON TUESDAY NEXT. 

The extraordinary session of the General 
Term of the Supreme Court convened by Gov. 
Hill for the trial of the bill of exceptions in the 
ease of Jacob Sharp began yesterday, but its 
acts resembled somewhat those of that King of 
France who, with twice ten thousand men, 
marched up a hill and then marched down again. 

Presiding Justice Van Brunt and Justices 
Brady, Bartlett, and Daniels—the last named 


having come all the way from Buffalo expressly 
to be present—took their places upon the hench 
at 10:30 o’clock. The court room was crowded 
with lawyers and laymen. Of the counsel for 
the prosecution in the court below District At- 
torney Martine and Assistant District Attorneys 
Nicoll and Semnle took part in yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings, Col. Fellows standing back among tne 
spectators. Only Albert Stickney and Bourke 
Cockran, of Sharp’s multitudinous counsel, ap- 
peared. : 

It became evident at once that neither side 
was really ready, but that the prosecution did 
not desire quite so long a postponement as did 
the defense. The question really before the 
court was simply the quantity of delay. While 
the court was considering that delicate subject, 
Mr. Stickney made a little diversion by calling 
Presidirg Justice Van Brunt’s attention to the 
fact that in the early stages of the case he had 
listened to arguments upon a motion to quash 
the indictment and had decided against it, and 
insinuated that as the same question would be 
brought up in the approaching hearing the Pre- 
siding Justice ought not to sit as one of the 
General Term. 

Mr. Stickney and Mr. VCockran apparently did 
not agree upon the wisdom of this move. Mr. 
Cockran watched its effect upon the Judges, and, 
not liking the expressions on their faces, diplo- 
matically suggested that the quashing of the 
indictment be dropped from the case. 

“No, no,” said Mr. Stickney, and intimated 
that the defense would waive or abandon noth- 
ing. 

The court having to dispose of the question of 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt’s competency to 
try the case, sent for the law books. They 
speedily discovered that no appeal can be taken 
from the decision of asingle Justice of the Su- 
preme Court that an indictment cannot be 
quashed, and that therefore the question is not 
to come before the General Term. This made it 
clear that Presiding Justice Van Brunt is com- 
petent to try the case, and Mr. Stickney looked 
sorry that he had made the move. Mr. Cockran 
smiled at him with an I-told-you-so air, which by 
no means consoled him. 

After some more talk, the Judges put their 
heads together and consulted. Then Justice 
Van Brunt made somes remarksto the effect that 
the Governor would not have called the extraor- 
dinary session if he had not deemed that the ex- 
igencies of the occasion demanded a quick dis- 
posal of the case. Consequently the court 
would require the arguments to be made on 
Monday next. 

Mr. Stickney protested so energetically at this 
that the court at last consented to postpone the 
trial until Tuesday morning’next at 10 o'clock, 
and told counsel that they must finish the argu- 
ments that day. 

A little semi-serions contention took place at 
the last moment, stirred up by the District At- 
torney, in regard to whether an application 
should be made between now and the decision 
of the General Term for Sharp’s bail. An un- 
derstanding that there should be none was ar- 


rived at.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT DOINGS. 
The Board of Health yesterday relieved 
Dr. Walter D, Day of the duties of Registrar of 
Vital Statistics. He remains Sanitary Superin- 
tendent at $4,800 a year. Dr. Roger 8. Tracy, 
Chief Sanitary Inspector, was appointed Regis- 
trar of Vital Statistics and his salary advanced 


from $2,600 to $3,000. Major Willard Bullard 
was made Chief Sanitary Inspector. The board 
decided that, after Sept. 19, all medical and 
sanitary inspectors must reports to Dr. Taylor, 
Chief of the Bureau of Contagious Diseases. Dr. 
Taylor was directed to present a plan for the in- 
struction of medical and sanitary inspectors 
whereby an aggressive and persistent wur may 
be waged on all forms of preventible diseases. 
On and ufter Jan. 1, 1888. there isto be a first 
grade of medical inspectors who, forthe first 
three years, shall receive $1,200 a year. They 
may then be promoved to a second grade at 
$1,500 a year for two years; then to a third 
grade at $1,800 a vear for three years, and final- 
ly to a fourth grade at $2,000. Promotions shall 
be for merit and satisfactory service.

A SCHOONER'S HARD TIME. 

The bark Annie Stafford arrived at this 
port yesterday 1n tow of the tug Rattler. She 
was in an almost disabled condition, and could, 
hardly have reached here had it not been for the 


tug, which took her in charge at Fenwick Island. 
She left Iloilo March 26, with acargo ot sugar. 
According to Capt. Peck the bark had a narrow 
escape from foundering, and displayed signals 
which were disregarded by several passing ves- 
sels. In the Sooloo Sea Capt. Peck’says the Staf- 
ford struck an unkuown coral reef, but ap- 
parently received no damage. Aug. 24 the 
barometer fell rapidly and a burricane soon 
struck the bark, and for 48 hours she bad a hard 
time. The foretopmast staysail was carried 
away. The bark began to settle in_the water 
and lay in the trough of the sea. The foretop- 
mast and foremasthead were cut away. The 
maintopmast in falling broke both maintopsail 
yards. The bark then righted, but had over 3 
feet of water in the hold.

BEYOND CHARTER RIGHTS 


_——— 

GROUNDS ON WHICH THE MAY- 
OR EXPEOCIS 1O ACT. 
PRIVILEGES ASSUMED BY THE ELEVAT- 

ED ROADS FOR WHICH THEY HAVE 
NO CLAIM UNDER THE LAW. 
Mayor Hewitt was much put out by the 
publication in THe Times yesterday of his con- 
templated warfare on the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company, and he tried vainly all day 
to discover how the facts leaked out. The offi- 
cial copy of Corporation Counsel Morgan J. 
O’Brien’s report, publication of thé pointsin 
which caused the Mayor so much displeasure, 
was given out latein the afternoon. On the 
subject of the stations and station stairways the 
exact language of the report is as follows: 


“The act of 1867, chapter 489, authorized the 
West Side and Yonkers Patent Railway Company, a 
duly incorporated company, to construct an detited 
railway ‘along both sides of Greenwich-street to 
Ninth-avenue. and along both sides of Ninth-avenue, 
or streets west of Ninth-avenue, to the Harlem 
River.’ Appointment of Commissioners was alao 
provided for with power to ‘designate the point at 
which staircases may be erected for public access in 
the streets to such railway, and where turnouts and 
connecting tracks along the street may be erected.’ 

“The act evidently did not contemplate stations in 
the streets, for it expressly provides that the com- 
pany may ‘rent, purchase, or acquire such build- 
ings’ as may be convenient for stations, However 
that may be, the act anthorizes structures to be 
built only in the streets designated and notin any 
cross streets. This question was argued and so de- 
cided in the Court of Common Pleas, and this de- 
cision was subsequently affirmed by the General 
Term of that court.in the case of Mattlage against 
the New-York Elevated Railroad, reported in 67 
How., 232. 

“The act of 1875, chapter 595, anthorized the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company, which had 
acquired the right of the WestSide and Yonkers 
Railroad by sale under foreclosure, to construct its 
road under the authority and condition of the act of 
1867. Section 7 of the act of 1875 provides: *This 
act shall not be so construed as to authorize the 
building or extension of their said road through, 
along, or upon any streets or avenues, «xcept along 
Greenwich-street to Ninth-avenue, and along Ninth- 
avenue or streets west of Ninth-avenue to tiie Har- 
lem.’ The New-York Elevated, then, has no further 
right than that conferred by the act of 1867. This 
point was decided by the Court of Appeals in the 
matter of the New-York Elevated Railroad, reported 
in 70 New-York, page 327, &c. i 

“It therefore follows that the stairways on the 
east side of the Ninth-avenue at the stations at 
Fourteenth, Twenty-third, Thirtieth, Thirty-fourth, 
Forty-second, and Fifttieth streets, and the stations 
and stairways on both sides of Greenwich-street at 
Christopher, Houston, Desbrosses, Franklin, War- 
ren, Barelay, Cortlandt, and Rector streets were 
unauthorized in their construction, being beyond 
the rights conferred by the charter of the New-York 
Elevated Railroad Company. 

“The right also of the West Side and Yonkers 
Railroad Commissioners, whose authority had been 
continued by the act of 1875, to designate the loca- 
tion of stations and turnouts was limited, and still 
is limited, if said commission be’ still considered to 
have an existence by the terms of the act of 1867. 
The act of 1872, chapter 885, and the supplement- 
ary acts of 1871 and 1874 incorporated the 
Gilbert Elevated Railroad Company. It alsoappoint- 
ed five Commissioners, with power to designate the 
route of the railroad, and the locat on of the,depots, 
switches, connections. &c. Section 3 further pro- 
vides: ‘But said Commissioners shall not desig- 
nate and establish, as or for the locality and line of 
said railway, any or either of the streets or avenues, 
thoroughfares, or places lying or situate between 
the easterly line of the Third-avenue and the east- 
erly line of the Sixth-avenue.’ The two sets of 
Commissioners appointed under these acts had no 
authority to designate any location fora station or 
stairway which would enter any cross street east of 
the east line of Sixth-avenue. The stairways on the 
eastside of Sixth-avenue at Eighth, Fourteenth, 
Eighteenth, Twenty-third, Twenty-eighth, and 
Forty-second streets are, therefore, unauthorized, 
and are illegal obstructions.” 


The Corporation Counsel finds, from an exami- 
nation of the laws, that the company has no 
authority to constructa third track, and so 
form unlawful obstrucnions in the streets. In 
reference to the violation of the building laws of 
this city in the erection of stations Mr. O’Brien 
Bays: 

“Another of the conditions imposed by the Com- 
missioners upon the two original companies ana in- 
corporated in the articles of association of the Man- 
hattan Company provides: ‘The stairs,and all parts 
of the stations except the platforms, doors, windows, 
and inside sheathing, and except the tread of the 
stairs, shall be of iron.’ (Section 48.) ‘he Man 
hattan Company has-disregarded this requirementin 
many articnlars, especially in the construc- 
tion o stations almost entirely of wood, 
with the exception of the tin roofing, on 
the Second-avenue _ line. The stations § at 
Seventieth, Seventy-fifth, Eightieth, Ninety-second, 
One Hundred and Fifth,One Hundred and Six- 
teenth, One Hundred and Twentieth, and One Hun. 
dred and Twenty-seventh streets on Second-avenue 
are of that character. In view of the fact that re- 
cently one of the stations on Third-avenue, which 
was constructed of iron as required by the condition 
above stated, canght on fire, and aiso of the fact 
that most of the stations above referred to arefof a 
very considerable height above the street, and there- 
fore in case of a fire, exceedingly likely to bea source 
of great danger to adjacent buildings, the continned 
Marre or agg of this requirement ought not to be per- 
mitted. 

* The Fire Department have full anthority under 
section 509 of the Consolidation act, (chapter 410 of 
the Laws of 1882, being in these particulars a re- 
enactment of chapter 625 of the Laws of 1871,) to 
cause these buildings to be removed, both as being 
unsafe in themselves, and also as violating section 
495 of the same act, which provides: *No frame or 
wooden building, shed, extension, stairway, stoop, 
balcony, piazza, platform, bay or oriel window, sign 
over 2 feetin height, or other structure of any kind, in 
whole or in part wood, shall héreafter be built or 
constructed in said city unless the same shall be 
authorized by the Fire Department.’ This section 
was amended by chapter 456 of the’ Laws of 1885 
so as to read in part as followa: ‘No frame or wood- 
en building for which a permit has not already been 
granted by the Superintendent of Buildings shall 
be built, except as hereinafter provided for, south of 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth-street.’ 

“T therefore respecttully suggest that von official- 
ly call the attention of the Fire Commissioners to the 
subject.” 

Mr. O’Brien in conclusion calls attention to 
the obstructive signs in the stations and to the 
selling of merchandise by the Manhattan News 
Company substantially as toid in THr TIMEs. 

With reference to the Mayor’s intention to pro- 
ceed against the elevated railroads for encroach- 
ing upon the rights of the city and of private cit- 
izens, Vice-President Robert M. Gallaway, of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad, and Edward S. 
Rapallo, of counsel for the company, were seen 
yesterday. Mr. Gallaway said he had not yet 
given the matter serious consideration 
and preferred not to give a _ detailed 
expression until he had read the full 
textof Mr. O’Brien’s opinion. But in general 
terms he would say that the company had 
proceeded in all things under advice of eminent 
legal counsel, and had refrained from doing any- 
thing which their counsel considered con- 
trary to lawor their especially conferred pow- 
ers, All conceivable questions involving the sev- 
eral rights of the municipality, private persons 
and property owners, and the elevated roads, he 
thought, had by this time been passed upon in 
the courts in the course of extensive litigation 
against the company and were now well settled. 
He felt confident that the company had not in- 
vaded any one’s rights without color of law, and 
in allinstances where they had been compelled 
to encroach upon prescriptive rights they had 
been compelled to pay dearly for them. 

When asked specitically whether the company 
had obtained the opinion of their legal advisers 
regarding their right to eseoey the intersecting 
streets for station purposes Mr. Gallaway said 
he did not think the question had ever arisen 
in that form. The company had proceeded in the 
construction of the road under the plain terms 
of their franchise, and if they had exceeded 
their privileges it would seem that then was 
the time to enter the opposition rather than 
suffer them to proceed under the supposition 
that everything was rightfully done. Neither 
had the question of the right of the company to 
lease the newsstand privileges ever been raised. 
The company maintained its right to these 
privileges as part of the general rights and 
powers conferred upon them by their franchises, 
and would be prepared to defend them when- 
ever called in question. 

Regarding the construction of the third track, 
the company’s rights had always seemed s0 ap- 
parent that they had proceeded in this matter as 
in the others, without especially consulting 
counsel. He could not remember that the right 
in question had ever been passed upon by she 
courts, but the principle involved had long béen 
adjudicated, and favorably to the company. 

But these questions had not yet come up in 
shape requiring any action by the company, and 
until they’did Mr. Gallaway said the company 
would continue in business at the old stand, con- 
fident that they were proceeding within their 
rights. For any further inquiries the reporter 
was referred to Messrs. Davies, Cole & Rapalio, 
of the company’s legal advisers. 

Mr. Rapallo said he had not read the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel. ‘My attention was 
attracted by the article in THE TiMgEs this morn- 
ing, as that was the first knowledge I had that 
this subject was under consideration by the city 
authorities. Owing tothe professional standing 
of Mr. O’Brien, anything he writes is entitled to 
consideration as the opinion of an able lawyer. 
The legal powers and duties of the elevated 
roads have been critically examined by the 
eourts for several years in actions of different 


kinds brought by owners claiming that 
their property had suffered injury. No 


doubt most questions of law relating to the 
legality of the elevated company’s acts which 
could be raised by the City Government could 
be and have been raised by private property 
owners and other individuals. Some of the 
questions suggested in the article in THE Timges 
have already been discussed in court in this 
way and the claim of the companiés as to their 
legal powers sustained, Of course in this con- 
nection [ have nv reference to questions of com- 
pensation to individuals.” 

Mr. Rapallo declined to say specifically what 
questions had been adjudicated, and reserved 
further expressions of opinion until he shoulda 
have given the oficial opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel the consideration it would natural- 
ly require. 

A gentleman of undoubted responsibility, 
speaking in general terms of the Mayor's move, 
commended it highly as a step in the right 
direction. “It calls attention,” said he, to tha 
fact, tuo ligntly passed over, that corporations 
of a public character seldom recognize the lim- 
itations imposed by their charters, and unless 
| they are interfered with by rightful authority 
invade public and private righta without com- 
punction whenever it isin their interest to do 
so. Furthermore, they are just as regardless of 

the Guties that are Imposed upon them by the 
| express terms of their charters. And in 
| this connection I wish Tur TIES would 











call the Mayors attention to the ro~ 
visions in the charters of the various 
surface car companies requiring them to keep 
the streetsin repair between their tracks, and 
for a foot or more on either side. If, after get- 
ting a statement from the Corporation Counsel 
regarding the duties of the street car companies 
in this respect, and the means of compelling 
their enforcement, he will jump into my buggy 
and let me drive him over a few of the principal 
streets in the business portion of the city, in case 
he survives the ordeal he will have his eyes 
opened to an outrageous condition of things that 
I think a little discipline of some of 
his own appointees would go a_ long 
way toward correcting. In Broadway, 
Park-row, Centre-street, Third-avenue, the 
Bowery, Grand and Canal streets, never a 
day goes by that dees not witness the wreck of 
several trucks and wagons by the street car 
rails, and buggies are forced off these streets 
almost entirely. The situation is a disgrace to 
the city, and itis no palliation that it has existed 
without apparent protest for years. It is the 
duty of the street car companies to keep the 
streets between their rails and for a foot or more 
on either side in good repair, and it is within 
the power of the municipal authorities, as it is 
their undoubted duty, to compel them to do so. 
But it is not done. Now, however, that the 
Mayor bas his hand in, I hope he wilt not let up 
with either elevated or surface roads until he 
compels them to conform to the requirements of 
the law and their charters.” 
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WITHIN SIGHT OF FREEDOM

WELL PLANNED AND ALMOST SUCCESS- 
FUL ESCAPE FROM THE TOMBS. 
Charles Malone and Michael Sullivan 
pleaded guilty yesterday in the Court of General 
Sessions to anindictment for a burgiary com- 
mitted on Aug. 1 at the Hudson Coffee Mills, in 
Cherry-street, and were sentenced each to four 
years and one month in State prison. 
A bold and almost successful attempt was 
made by the two men to break out of the Tombs 
Prison early on Wednesday morning. They oc- 


cupied @ cell on the second tier of the old 
prison, which has near the ceiling a narrow 
window through the centre of which an iron bar 
is tixed. With a common table knife, nicked like 
@ 8aw, they cut through the bar, and then with a 
piece of tron removed several heavy stones 
and iron plates. This work was accomplished 
after midnight, access to the window being had 
by placing the iron bedstead along the wall in 
a slanting position. 

When the bar and stones were removed the 
bed clothes were knotted together and fastened 
on the inside of the cell. Then Malone crawled 
through the opening and reached the court- 
yard in safety. Sullivan tried to follow, but he 
was too fat and was compelled to forgo the at- 
tempt. 

About 5:30 o’clock in the morning Keepers 
Evers and Clarke, wnile making their rounds, 
noticed a lot of dirt under the cell window, 
and an investigation was made. They found 
Sullivanin the cell, but not Malone. After a 
careful search the latter was found in a closet 
on the Leonard-street side of the yard. Warden 
Walsh said thatit would have been impossible 
for Malone to get out of the prison yard, but the 
jailbreaker said that he had overcome the worst 
of the barriers between him and freedom, and 
that it would have been very easy to get into 
the Special Sessions room, and from there to the 
street.

Every one who knows 
Hoffman knows of his weakness for the game 
and his usual luck atit.

who could give him something to do. 
He found his man in Nathan 8S. Jones, a 
young fellow just past 21, who lives at 
1,041 Gates-avenue. Jones has plenty. of 
money, and is very fond of cards. He agreed to 
play Hoffman, and did soevery night for several 
weeks, At the end of that time very little money 
had changed hands. so Jones he ga to play 
for$100agame.

IVES AND HIS PARTNERS 


THEIR INDIVIDUAL DEBIS 
AND THEIR ASSETS, 

IVES RAN TO YACHTS AND GooD 
CLOTHES, STAYNER BOUGHT BOOKS, 
AND DOREMUS PAID IN CASH. 

Mr. Cromwell yesterday filed in the Court 
of Common Pleas the individual schedules of 
Henry 8. Ives &Co. While not so large either 
on the debit or the credit side as the schedules 
of the firm, they are a great deal more interest- 
ing. Mr. Ives’s burning love for the sea, the 
deep blue sea, is vividly depicted by the list of 
his liabilities, most of them having been con- 
tracted for the sumptuous adornment of the 
steam yacht Tillie, his equity of redemption in 
which—optimistically valued by the Assignee at 
$25,000—makes the bulk of his assets. 

Ives bought the yacht four months ago, and 
since then he has managed to run up debts on 
her for $7,539 45. Hehas not paid them yet, 
and does not intend to at present, whatever the 
heights of pecuniousness he may soar to in the 
future. Mr. Starbuck is on record as having 
been of the opinion when he sold the Tillie to Mr. 
Ives that she was pretty well furnished. But the 
billof $1,269 05 which Pottier & Stymus present 


for the yacht’s furniture and fittings shows that 
Mr. Ives was of adifferentopinion and that his 
esthetic tastes were by no means satisfied with 
her condition under Mr. Starbuck. The clothing 
of the Tillie’s crew does not seem to have been 
up to Mr. Tves’s bigh standard either, and in con- 
sequence 8. Appel & Co. are mourning for an un- 
paid account of $1,110, which accrued from pro- 
viding the men with handsome new uniforma. 
They lived pretty well upon the yacht. Park & 
Tilford have a little bill of $1,580 81 for wines, 
groceries, and cigars, and the Salters, of Wash- 
ington Market, claim that $918 46 is due them 
for stores, 

Among the other items which Ives owes on 
the yacht are $500 to James C. Stead for a 
steam generator; $276 to the Coster Night Sig- 
nal Company for signals; $123 80 to T. 8. & J. 
8. Negus for charts; $338 88 to Wilson & Grittin 
for sails; $64 to the Wakefield Rattan Company 
for furniture; $6427 to J. C. J. Calkins for 
fittings and plumbing; $245 60 to the Morgan 
Tron Works for material and labor; $240 28 to 
William Rowland for carpenter’s supplies, and 
$260 96 for work and materials, 

Next to decorating his yacht, Ives seems to 
have enjoyed decorating himself. He owes H. 
Prouse Cooper, the tailor, $430 for clothing, all 
of which, it is said, was made for him after the 
Ast oflast June. Youmans wants $16 for hats, 
and Theodore B. Starr, the Fifth-avenue jeweler, 
wants $1,760 for jewelry. Among his other un- 
paid personal expenses are $57 25 to Thomas 
McKay for boots and shoes, $70 to J. M. Hodg- 
son for flowers, $50 50 to F. J. Nodine for livery 
service, $38 to Ditson & Co. for rent of piano, 
$132 to Tiffany & Co, for silverware, and $135 
to Isaac Kull for saddlery. 

Ives’s list of assets is brief. The Assignee thus 
values them: Steam yacht Tillie, value, $85,000, 
subject to a mortgage of $60,000, given to Will- 
iam H. Starbuck to secure a loan of $60,000 
made to H. 8S. Ives & Co.; one pair of bay 
horses, value, $300; two sets of double har- 
ness, nominal value, $200; actual value, $125; 
two sets of single harness, nominal value, 
$150, actual value, $100; one French hansom 
cab, nominal value, $1,000, actual value, $750; 
one Brewster victoria, nominal vaiue, $800, 
actual value, $600. These items make Ives’s 
total actual assets, assuming—which is assum- 
ing a great deal—that his yacht can be sold for 
$25,000 more than the mortgage, $26,875. Mr. 
Cromwell says in his affidavit attached to the 
schedule that he has chartered the yacht for the 
remainder of the season, and his idea seems to 
be that he will meanwhile be able to sell her for 
something more than tbe mortgage. 

While Ives, as every one knows, runs to yacht- 
ing, it will be something of a surprise to “ the 
Street” to learn that Mr. Stayner’s tastes are 
literary. But they are, and Charles Scribner’s 
Sons lose $115 30 and Scribner & Welford 
$925 11 by his intelligent gratification thereof. 
He also shared his senior partner’s liking for 
good clothes and gorgeous upholstery, and he 
owes H. Prouse Cooper $295 for clothing, B. L. 
Solomon’s Sons $996 for upholstery, and Wechs- 
ler & Abraham, of Brooklyn, $195 65 for dry 
goods. 

The remainder of his debts are as follows: 
Bowery National Bank, (cash borrowed, secured 
by 100 shares American Bank Note Company,) 
$1,750; Byron A. Beal, for life insurance 
premiums, $2,400; Agawam National Bank, of 
Springtield, Mass., (cash borrowed, secured by 
100 shares of Mineral Range Railroad and 100 
shares of Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad,) $10,000; Norwich Savings Society, 
(cash borrowed, secured by 150 shares Mineral 
Range Railroad,) $15,000; First National Bank of 
New- York, (cash borrowed, secured by 265 shares 
of American Bank Note Company and 95 shares 
Mineral Range Railroad,) $15,000; Chemical 
National Bank, of New-York, (cash borrowed, 
secured by $6,000 Mineral Range Railroad 4 
— cent. bonds and by 50 shares of the Mineral 

ange stock,) $7,500; H. Gillig’s note in settle 
ment, $2,500; Henry Stayner, (cash borrowed,) 
$4,658 50; Sarah L. Stayner, (cash borrowed, 
$500 paid on account, residence mortgaged as 
security,) $4,500; Elizabeth Stayner, (cash bor- 
rowed, demand note,) $2,120 15. ' 

The Assicnee says the only assets belonging to 
Mr. Stayner of any substantial value are 365 
shares of American Bank Note Company stocx, 
which he values at $6,387 50; 395 shares of the 
Mineral Range Railroad stock, which he values 
at $19,750; $6,000 of 4 per cent. bonds of the 
Mineral Range Railroad, which he values at 
$3,000, and 10 sharesof the American Exchange, 
in Paris, which he values at $100. Allof these, 
except the last named, are hypothecated for 
more than their full value. 

Among the worthless property owned by 
Stayner the Assignee enumerates 20 shares of 
the New-London Hotel Company, 5 shares of 
the Columbian Note Company, 4,293 shares of 
scrip of the National Bank Note Company, 2,495 
shares of scrip of the Continental Bank Note 
Company, 392 shares of scrip of the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Company, 100 = shares 
Bogota City Railway, a elaim against 
J. Ensign Fuller for stock of the Consolidated 
Refrigerating Company, @ claim against A. H. 
Lazare, 13 first mortgage bonds of the Albe- 
marle Fertilizer Company, 504 shares New- 
York and Boston Cattle Company, 49 first mort- 
gage bonds Nevada Southern Railroad, and a lot 
of ** miscellaneous stocks of old companies, long 
ago abandoned as worthless.” 

Thomas C. Doremus gives nobody any trouble 
with his schedules. They are the clearest and 
shortest on record, His entry in every blank 
is simply “None.” He swears that he has no as- 
sets and no liabilities, and Mr. Cromwell makes 
affidavit that his statements are the truth. Mr. 
Doremus’s partners could have as truthfully 
averred that they had no assets; but their liapil- 
ities—goodness gracious ! -
